The sales totals announced by 
the Treasury include only 
money which has been actually 
banked through the Federal 
Reserve System. Consequently 
commitments and transactions 
not formally completed are not 
included. . 

Many municipalities and 
counties already have reached 
their quotas. Among the states, 
New Hampshire and Rhode 
Island have exceeded four-fifths 
of their quotas and New York 
and Utah have reached the 
‘three-fourths mark. Delaware, 
Maine, Massachusetts, ~Minne- 
sota and Virginia are other 
high-ranking states, averaging 
three-fifths of their quotas.

STANDLEY CALLED.

Ambassador to Moscow to 
Be Consulted Concern- 
ing Talks With British 
and Reds. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP). 
—In a step possibly preliminary 
to a three-power conference of 
high American, British and Soviet 
representatives, Adm. William H. 
Standley, United States Ambas- 
sador to Moscow, is coming home 
to make a personal report to Sec- 
retary of State Hull and President 
Roosevelt. 


His imminent return was made 
known today by the State Depart- 
ment, which said it was for con- 
sultation in connection with dis- 
cussions being carried on with the 
British and Soviet Governments, 
Department spokesmen were 
nonconimital when asked whether 
Standley would go back to Mos- 
cow after his consultations here 
are completed.

His recall to Washington came 
as reports—nowhere officially con- 
firmed—piled up in -London that 
the three powers had _ definitely 
decided to hold a conference of 
Foreign Ministers at Moscow. 
Meanwhile, the possibility of

Cut Live Shell 


FromGob’s Hip 


Danger. He Might 
Explode at Any 
Moment.

A SOUTH PACIFIC MARINE 


BASE (Delayed). — Twenty-three- 
year-old Allen L. Gordon of Rock 
Island, Ill., knew he was a human 
bomb, 

Standing at his post aboard an 
American warship in the South 
Pacific, he had been struck below 
the left chest by a 20 mm. antiair- 
craft shell which pierced his in- 
testines and lodged in his left hip. 


By freakish chance, the shell had 
not exploded. 

When Gordon, a fire control 
man, third class, was gingerly car- 
ried ashore at this island outpost 
Nov, 22, 1942, he could still grin 
at the corpsmen who served as his 
stretcher bearers, ! 

Thus began one of the strangest 
stories of war surgery which cul- 
minated Dec. 2, when two Navy 
doctors, working behind steel plate, 
operated on an American sailor 
who might explode at any moment. 

They removed the shell in his 
hip and although infection later 
set in, Gordon was strong enough 
eventually to return to the United 
States, where treatment continues. 

Gordon’s experience is not typi- 
cal, yet it vividly underlines the 
safeguards thrown up to protect 
the lives of Marines and sailors in 
the war of the Pacific by the 
Navy's mobile hospital units, 

When Gordon was. brought 
ashore, after an emergency opera- 
tion aboard a battleship to sew up 
his intestinal tract, the Navy’s hos- 
pital at this island outpost was 
still under construction. 

Under direction of Lt. Comdr. 
Harold W. Jacox, Pittsburgh, Pa., 
several days were spent locating 
the “dud” by X-ray. 

Once it was located, the opera- 
tion was perofrmed in a matter 
of a few minutes by Lt. Comdr. 
Jesse B. Griffith and Lt. William 
C, Wycoff, both from the Western 
Pennsylvania hospital staff in 
Pittsburgh. 

The shell was turned over to 
Marine ordnance,. exploded, and 
the shell casing returned to Gor- 
don as a souvenir. .

A special communique disclosed 
the occupation of Ischia, 16 miles 
southwest of Naples, only a few 
hours after the regular communi- 
que from Gen, Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower'’s headquarters announced 
the seizure of two other islands off 
the northern spur of the Bay of 
Naples. 

Ischia was taken Thursday, one 
day after the occupation of Ponza 
Island, 65 miles west of Naples, 
and of Procida, 12 miles southwest 
of Naples and only two miles from 
the northern land arm of the bay. 

Allied forces previously had oc- 
cupied the Island of Capri, on the 
southern side of the bay. 

Ischia, largest of the four, has 
an area of about 26 square miles 
and is only seven miles from the 
nearest mainland coast. 

(Berlin broadcast an announce- 
ment that the Germans had occu- 
pied the Island of Elba, Napoleon's 
first home in exile, 32 miles east 
of Corsica and eight miles from 
the Italian coast. Seven thousand 
Italian troops were said by the 
Nazis to have surrendered there. 

(The Berlin radio also said that 
German naval forces had occupied 
an “Italian Adriatic port of im- 
portance,” seized seven steamers 
and numerous warships and 
freighters and disarmed 4000 Ital- 
lan soldiers.)

Department spokesmen were 
nonconimital when asked whether 
Standley would go back to Mos- 
cow after his consultations’ here 
are completed. But, in view of 
persistent reports that he might be 
replaced and the fact that he has 
been quated more than once as 
wishing to avoid another winter 
in Russia, it was considered here 
that his return to Moscow is prob- 
lematical at best. 

His recall to Washington came 
as reports—nowhere officially con- 
firmed—piled up in London that 
the three powers had _ definitely 
decided to hold a conference of 
Foreign Ministers at Moscow. 

Meanwhile, the possibility of 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull at- 
tending such a conference’ with 
Foreign Ministers Vyacheslav Molo- 
tov and Anthony Eden remained 
in doubt. 

Standley, who went to Moscow as 
Ambassador in March, 1942, cre- 
ated something of a furore last 
winter when he declared that the 
Russian people were not being in- 
formed of the amount of lend- 
lease help America was sending 
their Government. 

His return here will . provide

Hull with a first hand personal

BASE (Delayed). -— Twenty-three- 
year-old Allen L. Gordon of Rock 
Island, Ill., knew he was a human 
bomb, — 

Standing at his post aboard an 
American .warship in the South 
Pacific, he had been struck below 
the left chest. by a 20 mm. antiair- 
craft shell which pierced his in- 
testines and lodged in his left hip. 

By freakish chance, the shell had 


not exploded, 

When Gordon, a fire control 
man, third class, was gingerly car- 
ried ashore at this island outpost 
Nov. 22, 1942, he could still grin 
at the corpsmen who served as his 
stretcher bearers, 

Thus began one of the strangest 
stories of war surgery which cul- 
minated Dec. 2, when two Navy 
doctors, working bepind steel plate, 
operated on an American sailor 
who might explode at any moment. 

They removed the shell in his 
hip and although infection later 
set in, Gordon was strong enough 
eventually to return to the United 
States, where treatment continues. 

Gordon’s experience is not typi- 
cal, yet it vividly underlines the 
safeguards thrown up to protect 
the lives of Marines and sailors in 
the war of the Pacific by the 
Navy’s mobile hospital units, 

When. Gordon was. brought 
ashore, after an emergency opera- 
tion aboard a battleship to sew up 
his intestinal tract, the Navy’s hos- 
pital at this island outpost was 
still under construction. 

Under direction of Lt, Comdr. 
Harold W. Jacox, Pittsburgh, Pa., 
several days were spent locating 
the “dud” by X-ray. 

Once it was located, the opera- 
tion was perofrmed in a matter 
of a few minutes by Lt. Comdr. 
Jesse B. Griffith and Lt. William 
C. Wycoff, both from the Western 
Pennsylvania hospital staff in 
Pittsburgh. 

The shell was turned over to 
Marine ordnance, exploded, and 
the shell casing returned to Gor- 
don as a souvenir.

knocked him down. 

“Whoever he is, that guy sure 
knows how to take every advan- 
tage in that golden yellow buggy 
plane so dolled up that it sparkles 
like a circus wagon when it is 
coming in from the sun,” said Lt.

REACHED IN NATIONAL SALE 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP). 
T ne Treasury announced to- 


night, bond sales were $9,- 

532,000,000 in the first 10 
days of the 15-billion-dollar 
Third War Loan drive—and its 
figures are not complete for 
some areas. 


Daniel W. Bell, Undersecre- . 
tary of the Treasury, said the 
total included 516 million dollars 
of Government trust funds. Not 
including the investment of 
these trust funds, $9,016,000,000 
or approximately 60 per cent of 
the goal has been raised, 

The sales totals announced by 
the ‘Treasury include only 
money which has been actually 
banked through the Federal 
Reserve System. Consequently 
commitments and transactions 
not formally completed are not 
included, 

Many municipalities and 
counties already have reached 
their quotas. Among the states, 
New Hampshire and Rhode 
Island have exceeded four-fifths 
of their quotas and New York 
and Utah have reached the 
three-fourths mark. Delaware, 
Maine, Massachusetts, Minne- 
sota and Virginia are other 
high-ranking states, averaging 
three-fifths of their quotas.

Ambassador to Moscow to 
Be Consulted Concern- 


ing Talks With British 
and Reds. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP). 
—In a step possibly preliminary 


to a three-power conference of 
high American, British and Soviet 
representatives, Adm. William H. 
Standley, United States Ambas- 
sador to Moscow, is coming home 
to make a personal report to Sec- 
retary of State Hull and President 
Roosevelt. 

His imminent return was made 
known today by the State Depart- 
ment, which said it was for con- 
sultation in connection with dis- 
cussions being carried on with the 
British and Soviet Governments, 

Department spokesmen were 
noncommital when asked whether 
Standley Would go back to Mos- 
cow after his consultations here 
are completed. But, in view of 
persistent reports that he might be 
replaced and the“fact that he has 
been quoted more than once as 
wishing to avoid another winter 
in Russia, it was considered here 
that his return to Moscow is prob- 
lematical at best. 

His recall to Washington came 
as reports—nowhere officially con- 
firmed—piled up in London that 
the three powers had _ definitely 
decided to hold a conference of 
Foreign Ministers at Moscow. 

Meanwhile, the possibility of 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull at- 
tending such a conference 
Foreign Ministers Vyacheslav Molo- 
tov and Anthony Eden remained 
in doubt. 

Standley, who went to Moscow as 
Ambassador in March, 1942, cre- 
ated something of a furore last 
winter when he declared that the 
Russian people were not being in- 
formed of the amount of lend- 
lease help America was sending 
their Government. 

His return here will provide 
President Roosevelt and Secretary 
Hull with a first hand personal

Surgeons Cut Shell From Sailor 
Despite Fear He Would Explode

Standing at his post aboard an 
American warship in the South 
Pacific, he had been struck below 
the left breast by a 20 mm. antiair- 
craft shell which pierced his in- 
testines and lodged in his left hip. 

By. freakish chance, the shell had 
not exploded, 

When Gordon, a fire control 
man, third class, was gingerly car- 
ried ashore at this island outpost 
Nov. 22, 1942, he could still grin 
at the corpsmen who served as his 
stretcher bearers. 

Thus began one of the strangest 
stories of war surgery which cul- 
minated Dec. 2, when two Navy 
doctors, working behind steel plate, 


operated on an American sailor 
who might explode at any moment. 

They removed the shell in his 
hip and although infection later 
set in, Gordon was strong enough 
eventually to return to the United 
States, where treatment continues. 

When Gordon was brought 
‘ashore, after an emergency opera- 
‘tion aboard a battleship to sew up 
his intestinal] tract, the Navy’s hos-

Eisen- 
hower'’s headquarters announced 
the seizure of two other islands off 
the northern spur of the Bay of 
Naples, 

Two Miles From Mainland, 

Ischia was taken Thursday, one 
day after the occupation of Ponza 
Island, 65 miles west of Naples, 
and of Procida, 12 miles soutiiwest 
of Naples and only two miles from 
the northern land arm of the bay. 

Allied forces previously had oc- 
cupied the Island of Capri, on the 
southern side of the bay. 

Ischia, largest of the four, has 
an area of about 26 square miles 
and is only seven miles from the 
nearest mainland coast. 

(Berlin broadcast an announce 
ment that the Germans had occu- 
pied the Island of Elba, Napoleon's 
first home in exile, 32 miles east 
of Corsica and eight miles from 
the Italian coast. Seven thousand 
Italian troops were said by the 
Nazis to have surrendered there. 

(The Berlin radio also said that 
German naval forces had occupied 
an “Italian Adriatic port of im- 
portance,” seized seven steamers 
and numerous warships and 
freighters and disarmed 4000 Ital 
ian soldiers.) 

Allies 11 Miles Inland. 

Allied armies won the battle of 
Salerno—first great engagement 
with Hitler’s legions for the com- 
mand of Europe—because of an 
abundance of grim courage on the 
part of American and British in- 
fantrymen and overwhelming air 
and sea superiority.

ITALIANS IN RHODES URGED 
BY BRITISH TO RESIST NAZIS 


NEW YORK, Sept. 18 (AP). — 
British Headquarters in the Middle 
East called on Italians on the Is- 
land of Rhodes today to “rise at 
once and overthrow the Germans 
by any and every means in your 
power.” 

The message was read on the 
Cairo radio and reported by Unit- 
ed States Government monitors. 
It warned the Italians that the

U.5. STEPPING UP 
BOMB LOADS FOR 


Short-Range Planes to 
Have Greater Capacity 
—Marauders Smash at 
Air Base in France. 


\

LONDON, Sept. 18 (AP).—The 
United States Army Air Forces are 
developing new short-range bomb- 
ers capable of carrying a great 
weight of expolsives to hasten the 
defeat of Germany, it was learned 
here today. 

Up to now bomber development 
has been centered on long-range 
giants. It has been disclosed that 
super-F lying Fortresses and super- 
Liberatorg capable of flying the 
Atlantic round-trip without refuel- 
ing are in production, and these 
will be especially needed in the 
Pacific. 

But the expected conquest of 
Northern Italy—just across the 
Alps from Germany—has put a 
premium on planes capable of car- 
rying bigger loads of destruction 
for comparatively short distances. 
A large force of these planes is 
being’ prepared, 

Details of the new bomb-carrier 
cannot be divulged, but it is suffi- 
cient to point out that many types 
of planes, even fighters, can be 
converted into short-range bombers 
by changing part of their load from 
gasoline to bombs. 

The new development was un- 
derscored by President Roosevelt's 
statement yesterday that “our pur- 
pose is to establish bases within 
bombing range of Southern and 
Eastern Germany ... With Italy 
in our hands, the distances we 
have to travel will be far less 
and the risks proportionately re- 
duced.” 

The distance to many critical 
targets both in Germany and 
France will be cut as much as half, 
increasing the potential bomb load 
proportionately. 

On Sept. 6 British-based Fort- 
resses had to fly some 500 miles 
to bomb Stuttgart. From Northern 
Italy Stuttgart is only 250 miles. 
Munich, which the Royal Airforce 
hit the same night, is even a 
shorter haul, Other industrial cen- 
ters such as Strasbourg and Lyon 
will be brought equally closer. From 
Northern Italy the former Austrian 


|capital of Vienna is only 400 miles. 


Shorter trips also will permit 
better fighter escort, which in turn 
means that speed, now resorted 
to for protection, may be sacri- 
ficed in favor of bigger bomb 
loads. 

One possibility in this connec- 
tion is that the Marauder two- 
engine bomber, whose bomb load 
has been limited to about one ton 
in its raids from Britain, could 
carry double that amount of ex- 
plosives if it were able to sacrifice 
some of its speed. 

The Marauders today gave the 
Germans’ Beauvois-Tille air base 
in France its fourth battering 
within a month to carry the new- 
est aerial assault on the continent 
through its fourth straight day. 

R. A. F. Mosquito planes last 
night bombed Berlin for the third 
successive night, and other Mo- 
squito planes and Whirlwinds 
swooped over Brittany to shoot up 
a number of trains—all without 
loss. 

Mitchell medium bombers of the 
Royal Dutch Naval Air Service 
struck at railroad yards in Rouen, 
between Paris and La Havre, Allied 
‘Spitfires escorted the raiders and 
engaged in supporting sweeps, de- 
stroying one Nazi fighter.

BLOWS AT REICH 


GESTAPO DECREES DEATH 
FOR ITALIANS HIDING ARMS 


Same’Penalty for Molesting Military Equip- 
ment — Indicates Ruthless Plans to 
Fight Resistance.

BERN, Sept. 18 (AP).—The Ger- 
man Secret Police issued an order 
today imposing the death penalty 
on all Italians caught hiding arms 
or molesting or stealing military 
equipment, 

The decree, published through- 
out occupied Italy, was an indica- 
tion of the underground resistance 
the Nazis expect to encounter and 
the ruthlessness with which they 
are determined to fight it. 

The Nazi pattern was the same 
as that first seen in Poland and 
later in Norway, the Low Coun- 
tries, France and Russia, 

In Italy, however, the Germans 
are acting against a former ally. 

There is yet no thdication of suf- 


ficient sabotage within Italy to be 


of great assistance to the Allies. 

The best opinion here is that 
neither the Allies nor the Germans 
can expect great help' from the 
Italians in the battle of Italy, The 
Italian people are disillusioned by 
the fact that Benito Mussolini's 
overthrow failed to bring immedi- 
ate peace, The great masses are 
at the moment stunned by the 
rapidity of events. 

Information trickling across the 
frontier gives the following sum- 
mary of the situation in Italy to- 
day 

Civilian resistance to German 
occupation so far has been mostly 
passive, although there have been 
reports of skirmishes in several 
northern cities and there were 
some efforts to strike immediate- 
ly after the armistice. 

The anti-Fascists had their day 
—between Mussolini’s fall and the 
armistice. The armistice, however, 
brought the Germans and the re- 
lease from jail of the Fascists 
whom Badoglio had arrested. It 
also brought the arrest of anti- 
Fascists who had enjoyed a few 
days of freedom of action. 

Underground anti-Fascist parties 
exist, including a Communist 
group, but they were reluctant to 
distribute anti-Mussolini literature 
before the Sicilian campaign. 

The Germans have announced 
that they are taking over the rail- 
ways of Northern Italy with their 
own troops end crews, although 
the Italians still are manning 
trains reaching the Swiss frontier. 

Operation of the railways will 
put a heavy task on the Nazi war 
machine,. It can be assumed to be 
a preliminary to transferring Ital- 
ian rolling stock to Germany, as 
was done in France, when Allied 
advances move the battle zone into 


the north. 

The position of the Italian Army 
ig even more uncertain than that 
of the civilians. The Army in the 
north took’ no serious action 
against the Nazis after the armis- 
tice, but one German picture shows 
the ruins of an Italian tank and 
a number of motorcycles in the 
suburbs of Rome, indicating some 
resistance there. 

It must be remembered, too, that 
the Italian fleet got away under 
attack and that its appearance in 
Allied ports marked a great vic- 


tory. 


Large-Scale Disorder, Misery Re- 
ported in Italy. 

LONDON, Sept. 18 (AP).—Dis- 
order and misery on a scale not 
seen sincé the fall of France were 
reported in Italy tonight as the 
Germans sought to kick their beat- 
en allies back to an unwelcome 
partnership with them. 

According to neutral and Allied 
reports no food hag been received 
for days in Rome, The Vatican is 
ringed about and virtually cut off 
from the outer world by Nazi 
troops. 

Pope Pius XII was reported in 
neutral Stockholm dispatches to 
have strongly protested his status 
as a virtual prisoner as well as the 
treatment of the people in general. 

Fighting was reported between 
German and Italian troops along 
the Brenner Pass railroad line, 
and at Turin and other parts of 
the upper peninsula, including the 
Genoa regicn. 

The Turin and Milan industrial 
regions were described as in semi- 
paralysis, with anti-Fascist work- 
ers refusing to go to their jobs. 

Fighting between Italian and 
German troops was reported in 
the Cuneo area, where remnants 
of the Fourth Italian Army from 
France were said to have been re- 
organized under the command of 
an Italian captain.

CHIANG CALLS FOR 


ALL-FRONT DRIVE 
BY GHINA, ALLIES 


In First Speech as Presi- 
dent, He Says Italian 
Fleet Surrender Means 
Japan’s Doom. 


CHUNGKING, Sept. 18 (AP).— 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, 
making his first public appearance 
as President of China, called today 
for the co-operation of his country 
and its allies in an “all-front” of- 
fensive and declared that the sur- 
render of the Italian fleet “deter~ 
mines Japan's ultimate doom.” 

China's war against aggression 
was effectively linked to the Euro- 
pean battle theater by the sur- 
render of the Italian navy, he said. 

“The safety of seaborne traffic 
through the Mediterranean has 
considerably shortened the Allies’ 
route for the movement of troops 
and supplies,” he declared. “Part 
of the Allied naval forces can now 
be shifted to the far east. Broadly — 
speaking, the capitulation of the 
Italian navy determines Japans 
ultimate doom,” 

Chiang opened the fourth 
plenary session of the People's 
Pclitical Council and pledged the 
Chinese to fight until Manchuria 
is recovered. 

Repeating a statement of 15941, 
Chiang said: “Our sacred resist- 
ance will not end until the lost 
territory of our northeast is fully 
recovered and the liberty of our 
fellow-countrymen there re 
gained.” 

This has been Chiha’s consistent 
policy, he said, adding: “Military 
developments at present are bring- 
ing us closer to the attainment of 
our aim.

OPA SINGLED OUT 
FOR COMPLAINT 


Little Criticism of Man- 
Power Policy — Not 
Much Comment on 
Drafting Fathers. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP).— 
Member of Congress reported to- 
day much satisfaction among the 
folks back home with the way this 
country is conducting its war on 
foreign battlefield, but widespread 
discontent with various phases of 
the war on the home front, 

The Associated Press, seeking a 
cross-section of the views constitu- 
ents conveyed to the legislators 
who went home on vacation in July 
and returned last Tuesday, ques- 
tioned 69 Democrats and Republi- 
cans from 42 states. 

The majority said they found 
their people pleased with the war’s 
progress but critical of domestic 
affairs with most of the complaints 
mentioning restrictions and regu- 
lations. 

Roosevelt Takes Notice. 

President Roosevelt, in his mes- 
sage to Congress yesterday, ac- 
knowledged some mistakes have 
been made. He had this to say 
about criticism of domestic han- 
dling of the war: 

“Some of these complaints of 
course are justified. On the other 
hand, some of them come from 
selfish people who merely do not 
like to give up some of their pleas- 
ures, or a part of their butter or 
meat or milk. 

“Fair-minded citizens, however, 
will realize that although mistakes 
have been made, the job that has 
been done in converting peacetime 
America to a wartime basis has 
been a great job and a successful 
one, of which all our people have 
good reason to be proud.” 

In the poll of Congress members, 
the Office of Price Administration 
—responsible for price control and 
rationing—was the only Govern- 
ment agency singled out by name 
for criticism. And only 11 Con- 
gressmen—most of them Demo- 
crats—mentioned it. 

No Man-Power Complaints. 

Most of the legislators reported 
they had received no complaints 
about the way man power has 
been handled and distributed al- 
though at the moment man power 
is one of the most critical prob- 
lems with the War Department 
urging a labor draft. 

Only three — all Democrats — 
commented on the possibility of a 
father draft at all and they said 
their people hoped it would not be 
necessary but believed the military 
leaders “know best.” 

One Southern Democrat said his 
people “view with alarm the con- 
tinued rapid growth of Govern- 
ment agencies,” and several were 
critical of the number of persons 
on Federal payrolls. 

Only a handful of the legisla- 
tors—seven altogether and almost 
all of them from the East — re- 
ported their people had indicated 
marked interest in postwar plan- 
ning for a lasting peace through 
international co-operation or any 
other means. 

Time and again the Congress- 
men started off their statements 
by saying something like: “My 
people are mainly interested in 
the war right now” or “my people 
are mainly interested in getting 
this war over with and their boys 
back home.” 


TO DROP CONTROL 
OF MANY PRICES 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administra- 
tion, in a change of policy, is pre- 
paring to remove price control 
regulations from many articles 
which it believes have an unim- 
portant place in the economic 
structure, An official said the pur- 
pose was to reduce the paper 
work of both OPA and merchants. 

In the first application of the 
policy, controls were eliminated 
today from the sale of grit and 
crushed granite for chickens. 

There is a similar order in pre- 
paration covering clothespins, roll- 
ing pins, ash stands and other 
small wooden goods. Abolition of 
price controls on these items will 
not make a noticeable difference 
to consumers, OPA officials said, 
and will eliminate administrative 
headaches for the agency and pa- 
per work headaches for merchants 
who previously had to figure maxi- 
mum prices and report price 
schedules under an involved for- 
mula. » 

Officials of the OPA have under 
consideration orders which would 
free a large number of other items 
from price control. 

The decision to eliminate some 
price controls was made by Ches- 
ter Bowles, senior deputy OPA ad- 
ministrator, who announced a 
“common sense” policy of simpli- 
fication and elimination of red 
tape when he took office recently.

PETRILLO LIFT 
BAR ON RECORDS 
FOR TWO FIRMS 


Musicians’ Union Head 
Announces Deal With 
World Broadcasting and 
Decca. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 18 (AP).—The 
bar which for 13 months has pro- 
hibited union musicians from mak- 
ing recordings or electrical tran- 
scriptions was partly lifted today, 
James C. Petrillo, president of the 
American Federation of Musicians, 
announced, 

Members of the AFM will be per- 
mitted, effective today, to make re- 
cordings and electrical transcrip- 
tions for Decca Records, Inc., and 
World Broadcasting System, Inc., 
respectively, Petrillo told reporters. 
He issued this statement: 

“The American Federation of 
Musicians arrived at a complete 
understanding this morning with 
Decca Records, Inc., and World 
Broadcasting System, Inc., which 
will make the services of the 
members of the American Federa- 
tion of Musicians available to 
these companies for the recording 
of phonograph records and elec- 
trical transcriptions respectively. 

“The agreement is the result of 
discussions over a period of many 
months, during which the mutual 
problems of management and labor 
were considered with sympathetic 
appreciation, and reflects a genu- 
ine purpose of co-operation.” 

Petrillo said no figures could be 
announced until contracts are 
signed next week in New York, 
but added the contract “is effec- 
tive as of this minute.” 

Negotiations have been in prog- 
ress for four or five months, he 
said. He declined to discuss the 
possibility of similar, agreements 
with other recording or transcrip- 
tion concerns. 

On Aug. 1, 1942, Petrillo’s bar 
became effective. Elmer Davis, 
Director of War Information, im- 
mediately appealed to him to lift 
the bar as a patriotic duty. Repre- 
sentatives of the recording and 
transcription industry termed the 
union’s action a “startling new 
kind of social philosophy.” 

At the time the baf was an- 
nounced, Petrillo said the use of 
recordings and transcriptions re- 
sulted in unemployment for his 
musicians. In February, he pro-

GIVEN IN MESSAGE 
REPUBLICANS SAY 


Believe Roosevelt Made 
Effort to Minimize Con- 
troversial Domestic Is- 
sues. 


By JACK BELL 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP).— 
Republicans asserted and Demo- 
crats denied today that President 
Roosevelt's war progress message 
contained “campaign material” and 
constituted an’ effort to minimize 
controversia] domestic issues, 

Roosevelt said that while some 
complaints about domestic activi- 
ties were justified the people had 
reason tobe proud of the success- 
ful conversion from a peace to war 
economy. 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, told 
reporters he interpreted that and 
some other statements by the 
President as indicating Roosevelt 
intended to “play down” home con- 
troversies and emphasize the for- 
eign war effort if he sought a 
fourth term—a view that was 
shared in part by Senator Bridges 
(Rep.), New Hampshire. ' 

“Adroitly Written Message.” 

“It was an adroitly written mes- 
gage which attempted to center 
the people’s minds exclusively on 
the efforts of our fighting forces 
#0 as to overcome their concern 
about domestic blundérs,” Bridges 
declared. 

In the same vein, Senator Aiken 
(Rep.), Vermont, said he regarded 
as “campaign material” the Presi- 
dent’s suggestions that Congress 
consider the greater economic pro- 
tection for the returning men and 
women of the armed forces, study 
the broadening of social security 
benefits, and give early attention 
to problems of demobilization, 

“I can’t understand the purpose 
of the message unless it was to 
provide campaign material for the 
next election,” Aiken declared. “He 
certainly had no specific recom- 
mendations for action by Con- 
gress.” 

McNary Finds It Incomplete. 

Minority Leader McNary said 
the message was “a comprehensive 
report on the war fronts but an in- 
complete report on the home front.” 

Most Democrats were quick to 
deny, however, that Roosevelt’s 
message reflected political matters. 
Most of them called it a “factual 
report” on the progress of the war 
and Senator Stewart (Dem.), Ten- 
messee said he thought Roosevelt 
had gauged the temper of the pub- 
lic aright in contending that home 
. front mistakes are dwarfed by 
- over-all accomplishments. 

Observing that he saw nothing 
political in the message, Senator 
Bailey (Dem.), North Carolina, said 
he thought that Roosevelt had 
“cleared up a great many things.” 

“It's a message that everybody 
ought to read,” he added. 


HEARING ENDED ON CHARGES 
BY NEGRO RAIL WORKERS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP). 
-—Complaints of dining car em- 
ployes and railway repair shop 
workers that they are denied 
equality of treatment in their jobs 
because they are Negroes were 
heard today by the President’s 
Fair Employment Practices Com- 
mittee as it concluded a four-day 
hearing. 

Testimony of the dining car em- 
ployes centered on alleged failure 
of the railroads to promote Negro 
waiters to dining car stewards. 
The New York Central Railway, 
one of the 22 roads charged with 
discrimination, filed a statement 
expressing willingness to meet 
with an FEPC committee to at- 
tempt a solution. The Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas Railway filed a 
supplementary statement saying 
it was willing to hire Negroes as 
dining car stewards. 

Seven unions holding jurisdic- 
tion over shop craft workers were 
accused by witnesses of denying 
Negro workers promotions to 
which seniority entitled them,

OMAHA, Sept. 18 (AP).—A set- 
tlement of $600 was entered in 
Municipal Court today for seven 
Fort Omaha soldiers who brought 
suit against Angelo Digiacomo, 
tavern keeper, on the ground he 
charged them 56 cents more than

To the northeast, on 
New Britain, Cape Gloucester is 
120 miles distant, Gasmata 220 and 
Rabaul about 400 miles. 

Australian troops were in action 
for only brief periods during the 
latest operations and suffered rel- 
atively light casualties. Hence 
they should be in shape for any 
new move. In addition there is a 
reserve of American troops, Since 
completion of the Papuan cam- 
paign last January no American 
units havé seen combat action ex- 
eept the 162d Infantry of the Forty- 
‘first Division. This regiment 
fought beside the Australians in 
the drive on Salamaua. United 
Statés paratroops saw limited ac- 
tion and had no more than a 
skirmish with the enemy in the 
unexpectedly brief fight for Lae. 

From the viewpoint of Austral- 
ian veterans who swept down the 
broad Markham Valley, the total] 
lack of Japanese aerial interfer- 
ence was notable. Australian forces 
which advanced along the Huon 
Gulf coast after an amphibious 
landing were harassed occasionally 
by dive bombers and strafing Zeros, 
but troops in the Markham Valley 
push were not sure they saw a 
single enemy aircraft. 

In contrast, the sky was filled 
all day with our fighters, bombers 
and transports. Not once did the 
enemy attempt to intercept flights 
into Nadzab airdrome although on 
a single day the C-47’s made more 
than 150 flights onto the strip.

Germans Also et 
Troops From Russia to 
Meet Allied Blows, 
Stockholm Hears. 


By JOHN H. COLBURN 

STOCKHOLM, Sept: 18 (AP).— 
Germany is weakening its military 
position in Norway and Finland 
and retreating from the Smolensk 
area to the Sea of Azov in Russia 
in a frantic shifting of troops to 
meet anticipated new Allied inva- 
sion blows, reports reaching Stock- 
holm said today. 


The dispatches said 20,0090 to 
40,000 German troops had beef? re- 
moved from Norway in the hast 
month, and thousands—one report 
said two divisions—had been with- 
drawn from Finland since Sept. 1. 

Most soldiers trained in moun- 
tain operations were said to have 
been transferred to the Balkans, 
where the Nazi general staff faces 
a difficult task in replacing 29 
Italian garrison divisions. 

“Strategical Necessity, 

Mwedish correspondents reported 
from Berlin that elite German 
troops have been moved from the 
Russian front to reinforce troops 
under Field Marshal Gen. Albert 
Kesselring and Field Marshal Er- 
win Rommel in Italy. 


German militarists have not ac- 
knowledged the withdrawals from 
Norway and Finland, although 
troop movements have been known 
to Scandinavian observers for 
weeks. The Nazi communique yes- 
terday did report shortening of 
the eastern front and described 
the retreat as a “strategical neces- 
sity.” 

Berlin dispatches to the Swedish 
press said German commentators 
now admitted it is essential for 
Germany to save soldiers to fight 
on the Russian front as well as 
to be ready to meet offensives 
from other directions. 

Naz Commentator’s Comment. 


(Capt. Ludwig Sertorious, Trans- 
ocean News Agency commentator, 
in a remarkably frank discussion. 
of the German retreat in Russia, 
said it was not clear where the 
backward movement would halt. 

(“There are disengagement move- 
ments under way in the entire 
southern section and in the south- 
ern half of the central section of 
the Russian front up to the high- 
way from Moscow to Roslavl, at the 
conclusion of which—it is not yet 
clear when and where that will be 
—the German armies will have a 
front line which is much shortened 
and much better suited for de 
fense,” he said. 

(Sertorious, whose Berlin broad- 
cast was recorded by the Associ- 
ated Press, did not deny that the 


Russians have “gained considerable |f 


ground,” but he said the German 
high command, more than ever, is 
dedicated to “sparing Germda@n 
forces, the logical outcome of 
which is yielding of territory.) 
The Berlin correspondent of the 
Stockholm-Tidningen said the Ger- 
mans were sacrificing territory of 
great economic importance in Rus- 
sia since “the eastern front is not 
the only one needing troops, and 
thoughts of prestige must be 
dropped.” 
Talk of Riga-Odessa Line. 


Where the main German defen- 
sive line would be was a military 
secret, but Swedish correspondents 
pointed out that if the Russians 
were able to continue their present 
terrific drive they would have as 
much to say about it as the Nazis. 
The Dnieper River is viewed as 
a possible line. but there already 
is discussion that the Germans 
might fall back to a line running 
from Riga to Odessa. 

Loss of Novorossisk in the Gau- 
casus was a heavy blow to the 
Germans. The correspondent of 
the Social Demokraten reported 
that Adolf Hitler had ordered the 
port to be held at all costs. 

There are no indications the 
Germans intended to evacuate 
either Norway or Finland. Rather 
the signs are that the 200,000 
troops in Norway and 80,000 in 
Finland two months ago are only 
being “thinned” and the forces left 
would oppose any Allied thrust 
into the north. 


The Germans continued their ef- 
forts in Denmark to relieve them- 
eelvee of a military dictatorship 
so they could free soldiers who 
now must be held in readiness for 
police duty.

The War Food Administration an- 
nounced today that the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Administration 
marketing quotas will not be pro- 
claimed for the 1943 corn crop.

Although the supply for the com- 
ing marketing year is expected to 
be huge, it will not be necessary 
to establish quotas, the W F A 
said, because of the large livestock 
population.

BERN, Sept. 18 (AP).—Switzer- 
land has its military guard at full 
strength along frontiers in Alpine 
passes and the Swiss press is fu- 
rious today in denying London re- 
ports that a German request has 
been made for military transport 
privileges over Swiss railways. 

If one thing is certain about 
Switzerland it is that the Swiss 
have been saying through these 
four years that they would blow 
up their famous tunnels before per- 
mitting any foreign power to try 
such transport and that they 
would fight any power pat tried 
to come here. | 

For most of those four years 
they have been in the center of 
Axis-odminated* nations, but they 
have, not permitted the transit of 
foreign troops or armament, al- 
though the fact that they are so 
surrounded has affected their abil- 
ity to control fully their foreign 
trade. 


Policy Change Hardly Likely. 
It is hardly conceivable that they 


would alter htis policy of no tran- 


sit rights at so late a date iA the 
war when their power to defend 


themselves militarily is considered 
greater than ever before. 

A declaration appearing in the 
National Zeitung is typical of sev- 
eral published today. It coupled 
a denial of the London reports 
with the statement that Swedish 
experience in permitting the tran- 
sit of foreign troops served as a 
good lesson and that there never 
was the slightest intention on the 
part of Switzerland to deviate from 
a policy of strict neutrality. | 

Some things that Switzerland 
has done have not pleased the 
Allies, but under the neutrality 
po of this nation they do not 
permit discussion here. The most 
important thing is that the Swiss 
do not give aid to the enemy and 
this likewise, under the national 
neutrality policy, is not open to 
discussion. 

Switzérland’s 
center of the battle for Europe is 
that of a prepared nation. It is 
better off than any other in the 
European family, with plenty to 
eat, with most of its big industries 
still doing business. Extremist 
political movements are carefully 
regulated and watched so that 
serious political discontent is not 
likely to appear openly while there 
is fighting around the borders. 

Looks to: Postwar Tourists, 


The prospects are those of a 
nation emerging intact and ready 
to do business with all Europe in 
the vast job of reconstruction to 
come. It looks forward to the day 
when big and small hotels will be 
filled again with tourists, bringing 
back about 50 per cent of its nor- 
mal peacetime income. 

Switzerland’s intentions are to 
keep out of the war and prepare 
for the day of reconstruction, to 
keep doing what business it can 
do now while waiting, to fight any 
invaders although the probability 
of such necessity arising beyond 
possible frontier skirmishes is re- 
mote. 7

Losing States’ Rights, Idaho 
and Georgia Executives 
Warn Conference, 


DENVER, Sept. 18 (AP). — A 
Democrat from the South and a 
Republican from the west told 
their fellow governors today they 
were losing their states’ rights to 
the Federal Government because 
they were shirking their responsi- 
bilities to their people. Gov, Ellis 
Arnall of Georgia and Gov. C. A. 
Bottolfsen of Idaho were the 
speakers. ° 

“If we lose our liberty and free- 
dom in the United States,” Bottolf- 
sen told the conference of West- 
ern and Southern chief executives, 
“it will be because of our indiffer- 
‘ence, of mental laziness, of even 
physical laziness. .. .” 

“We have heard much in recent 
days about ‘rights’ and precious lit- 
tle about ‘responsibilities.’ We 
have heard a great deal abouf 
‘guaranteeing security’ and not 
enough about ‘assurances of op- 
portunity’.” 

“Governors must,” he said, 
sume a continually increasing Diane 
of the responsibility for improving 
our machinery of government.” 

Arnall struck the same theme 
that “there has been too much 
prattle about states’ rights but not 
enough about states’ responsibili- 
ties.” 

“The people will continue to turn 
to the national Government for 
help unless Governors give them 
the kind of government they de- 


sire; then there will be no fear 
of inroads by the Federal Govern- 
ment,” the 36-year-old Georgian de- 
clared. 

Arnall said: “We of the South 
believe with you Westerners in 
your stand on states’ rights, We 
ask you in turn to lend us your 
support in our fight to wipe out 
discriminatory freight rates which 
retard our development. We ask 
no quick action, we merely present 
our case and ask that you study it 
because it will be to your ultimate 
advantage to join with us in the 
battle.” 

Gov. Prentice Cooper of Tennes- 
see, chairman of today’s confer- 
gnce program, interposed that the 
purpose of the meeting was “edu- 
cational only.” 


BADOGLIO REPORTED IN ITALY, 
SAFE BEHIND ALLIED LINES 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Sept. 18 (AP).— 
Premier Pietro Badoglio was re- 
ported today to be safe behind 
Allied battle lines in Italy. 

Correspondent Clark Lee, repre- 
senting the combined American 
press, said in a dispatch from an 
advanced Allied command post 
that “Badoglio succeeded in fleeing 
through the German lines around 
Rome and now ig said to be in 
Italy behind our lines.” 

Badoglio has previously been re- 
ported in Allied territory, but his 
exact whereabouts has been a mys- 
tery since shortly after the an- 
nouncement on Sept. 8 of Italy’s 
unconditional surrender. and the 
German occupation of the Italian 
capital. 


LONDON, Sept. 1 18 (AP).—Count 
Gregorio Calvi di Bergolo, son-in- 
law of King Vittorio Emanuele, 
has arrived in Switzerland, the 
Swiss radio said tonight in a broad- 
cast recorded by the British Min- 
istry of Information. (On Sept. 11, 
the Germans, in claiming to have 
consolidated their positions in 
Rome and Upper Italy, said Count 
Calvi di Bergolo had been named 
Italian commander of Rome with 
a single division of Italian troops 
placed at his disposal to maintain 
order.) 


GEN, RICHARDSON NAMED ARMY 
CHIEF FOR CENTRAL PACIFIC 


HONOLULU, Sept. 18 (AP).—Lt. 
Gen. Robert C. Richardson was 
designated commander of United 
States Army forces in the Central 
Pacific area today in a move 
viewed as indicative of Hawaii's 
transformation from a defensive 
bastion to an important spring- 
board for an accelerated offensive 
against Japan. .Gen. Richardson 
has been commanding general of 
the Hawaiian department, United 
States Army. 

The geographical extent of Gen. 
Richardson’s expanded jurisdiction 
was not disclosed, but Army 
sources agreed the move indicated 
a growing military importance of 
the Hawaiian zone in operations 
against Japan. The announcement 
said Gen, Richardson was notified 
of his new assignment immediately 
after the recent Quebec war con- 
ference of high officials -of the 
United States, Britain and Canada. 


LT. JOHN SCOTT HORNSBY 
HOME ON NAVY FURLOUGH 


Lt.. (jg) John Scott Hornsby, 
former Washington University full- 
back who in his year in the Navy 
has touched at ports all over the 
globe, is spending a furlough here 
with Mrs. Hornsby and their 10- 
month-old daughter whom he has 
not seen since shortly after her 
birth.

It was agreed that, to divert sus- 
picion from onlookers, they would 
be treated as if they were Amer- 
ican airmen picked up from a 
wrecked plane in the Mediterran- 
ean. And on their arrival at Gaeta 
they hurried down the gangplank 
into a waiting Navy limousine, 
while groups of Italian sailors stood 
at the docks and watched inter- 
estedly. 

Driving a few miles into the 
country, the car turned into a tree- 
lined lane and stopped sharply. A 
few feet ahead was another car 
with frosted glass windows, 


They Change Autos, * 

Taylor, Gardiner and the escort- 
ing officer quickly climbed into 
the second car. 

During the two-hour drive to 
Rome ‘Taylor spotted only four 
German soldiers but noted many 
signs pointing off the main roads 
to German establishments. 

Just before’ nightfall, they 
reached Rome and were driven 
into the courtyard of a certain 
building where comfortable quar- 
ters had been prepared. 

The Italians had planned a leis- 
ure schedule for the Americans, 
but the latter insisted on seeing 
the Italian generals immediately.

The Italians first said it would

Taylor 
then hurriedly wrote a message to 
send by previously '§ arranged 
(radio) communications, He and 
Gardiner then settled down. to 
await further instructions from 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower,

dozing occasionally in their room, 
with drawn blinds, until 3 p. m.,

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| Germans Broadcast “Mussolini Speech” Denouncing King 


Continued From Page One. 


speaker sounded most like the blus- 
tering Duce of old when he enun- 
ciated his four-point program. 

This program was offered to re- 
store an Italy which the speaker 
said had yielded to the “hardest 
armistice terms known in history” 
and now was “thrown into a state 
of chaos and despair... all its 
possessions thrown away with the 
stroke of a hand.” 

For yielding to these terms, the 
broadcast said, King Vittorio 
Emanuele should be immediately 
“called to account.” 

“I am convinced,” the speaker 
gaid, “that the House of Savoy pre 
pared and carried out the coup 
d'etat together with Badoglio as 
an accomplice, and all of the cow- 
ardly generals and... some 
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treacherous members of the Fas- 
cist party.” 
Text of Broadcast. 


The following text of what was 
described as a broadcast by Mus- 
solini wag rebroadcast in English 
by the German agency DNB and 
recorded by the Associated Press: 

“Blackshirts! Italians! After 
lengthy silence you hear my voice 
again. I am sure you will recog- 
nize it, The voice that called often 
to you in the difficult times and 
which celebrated with you the 


land, / 

“I hesitated for some time he- 
fore appearing before you. I need- 
ed some little time of retirement 
before again appearing in public. 
After my isolation it was neces- 
sary for me to again make contact 
with the world. 

“The radio does not permit long 
speeches. I will not deal with 
events but Will begin with happen- 
ings of July 25. 

“The most incredible of all the 
adventures in my very adventur- 
ous life happened. My conversation 
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with the king lasted 20 minutes or 
even less. It was impossible to ar- 
rive at an understanding, since he 
had already taken his decision. 
The outbreak of the crisis was im- 
pending. It had happened before in 
war and in peace that a minister 
had to resign, that a general was 
killed, It had, however, never been 
learned that a man. who had 
served his king absolutely loyally 
for more than‘'20 years was arrest- 
ed on the steps of the king’s pri- 
vate house, was forced to enter a 
Red Cross » under the pretext 
of wanting to rescue him from a 
conspiracy, and was taken from 
one barracks to another at great 
speed, 
Unsafe Protection. 


“I was under the impression that 
this protection was actually un- 
safe, 

“This impression became strong- 
er still when I was taken from 
Rome to Ponza (island off Naples), 
and my suspicion became a cer- 


|itainty when I was taken from 


Ponza to the Island of Maddalena 
(off Sardinia) and from there to 
Gran Sasso (in the Appenines 
northeast of Rome), according to 
a plan which provided for my _ be- 
ing handed over to the enemy. 

“Although cut off from. the 
world, I had a sure feeling that 
the Fuehrer would look after my 
person as a brother more than as 
a comrade. Later on, the Fuehrer 
sent me a wonderful edition of 
Nietzsche’s work. The - word loy- 
alty has a deep meaning in Ger- 
mah hearts and reflects the spirit- 
ual world of the Germans. I was 
convinced I should experience it. 

“Knowing the armistice terms I 
had not the least doubt as to Ar- 
ticle 12 of these terms. A high of- 
ficial had told me that I was a 
hostage. In the night preceding 
Sept. 12, I said the enemy would 
not get hold of me alive. The clear 
mountain air held a mood of ex- 
pectation. 


Rescued Without Resistance. 


“It was about 2 p. m. when I saw 
the first parachutist coming down, 
who was followed by others, who 
were resolved to break any resist- 
ance, My guards realized that and 
did not fire, 

“Everything happened within 
five minutes. The liberation, the 
enterprise was an example of the 
organization and resolution of the 
Germans, which will live in his- 
tory. It will in the future become 
legendary. 

“This ends the chapter, which 
might be called: my personal dra- 
ma. 

“I tis nothing compared with 
the terrible tragedy which ‘the 
democratic (Badoglio) government 
inflicted on the Italian nation on 
July 25. The incredible optimism 
even of the Fascists did not con- 
sider it possible that the govern- 


ment should harbor such catas- 
trophic plans toward the party, the 
regime and nation itself. 

“The measures, however, which 
were taken after July 25 hinted at 
a& program which was aimed at de- 
stroying the work of 20 years and 
at extinguishing 20 years of glory 
in order to eliminate the recollec- 
tion of the creation of an empire 
and of a rank such as the father- 
land had never had before. 


“Today, in view of the ruins of 
the war which is continuing, one 
should like to search for the possi- 
bility to find some form of com- 
promise and justification for him 
who will be responsible for the 
continuing chain of errors. 

“Those who today run down the 
party are the same idlers who at 
the beginning of our march tried 
to sabotage social progress ‘and to 
minimize the national and imperial 
success, 


“While we are accepting full re- 
sponsibility let us examine the 
others and begin with the respon- 
sibility of the King. 

“He feels himself detected, but 

he did not resign as a majority of 
Italians had expected. He must be 
held directly responsible. It was 
his dynasty which during all 
periods of the war that had been 
declared by him was the center of 
defeatism and of anti-German 
propaganda. He was careful and 
yet sometimes careless. He adopt- 
ed all the speculations of the 
enemy. 
‘“The heir to the throne took 
over command of the army in the 
south but never put in an appear- 
ance on the battlefield. 

“IT am convinced the House of 
Savoy prepared and carried out 
the coup d’etat together with Ba- 
doglio as an accomplice and all of 
the cowardly generals and in con- 
nection with some _ treacherous 
members of the Fascist Party. 
There can be no doubt that im- 
mediately after my arrest he (Ba- 
doglio) was authorized to negoti- 
ate an armistice and that the ne- 
gotiations had been entered upon 
even previous to my arrest be- 
tween the House of Savoy and 
Britain.

trayed Germany and even after 
having signed the armistice he 
denied that such negotiations were 
progressing. 

Says He Saved Dynasty. 

“Twenty years ago I prevented 
the breakdown of this dynasty, 
which now has established a new 
government in accordance with an 
old statute of 1848—at the point of 
the bayonet and under a state of 
siege, 

“As regards the terms of the 
armistice, which should have been 
generous, they were the hardest 
imaginable. The king did not ob- 
ject to these terms nor did he ob- 
ject to my being handed over to 
the enemy. Anxious about his 
crown, he brought chaos, shame 
and misery over Italy. 


“The misdeeds of the House of 
Savoy are known in all continents, 
from Bast Asia to America, Ene- 
mies even who have forced this 
shameful capitulation on us do not 
hide their contempt for us. Even 
Britain, which no one, not even 
the Fuehrer, thought of attacking, 
is at war in accordance with 
Churchill's promise given to Po- 
land. For these reasons it may 
happen now that any Italian, even 
in his private affairs, will arouse 
the suspicion of others. : 


Loss of an Empire. 


“After having lost honor, we 
have lost all of those countries 
which we secured during this war, 
possessions in the Adriatic, in the 
Ionian and Aegean seas, in South 
France, and in the Balkans. 


“The army has been humbled 
and leftin the lurch and disbanded, 
It was disarmed by its own ally. 
This humiliation had to be borne 
by soldiers who bravely fought on 
many battlefields on the side of 
their German allies. In the ceme- 
teries of our heroes, in the Soviet 
Union and on other battlefields 
where Germans and Ttallans are 
buried side by side, this shame 
must be felt. 


“The royal Italian navy which 
was created during those 20 years 
was handed over at Malta, the 
island which was the cornerstone 
of the British Empire in the Medi- 
terranean and a constant menace 
to Italian interests. 


“The air force only was able to 
preservé considerable parts of its 
material but, practically speaking, 
it is no longer of use. 

“These are the responsibilities 
as shown in the Fuehrer’s last 
speech. They emphasize Badoglio’s 
treason, who even after capitula- 
tion allowed large-and small cities 
in central and southern Italy to be 
bombarded in order to deceive the 
Germans, 

“It was not Fascism which be- 
trayed the monarchy. It was the 
monarchy which betrayed Fascism. 
This treason has resulted in no 
one in Italy believing in the mon- 
archy any longer. 

“The unity of the Italian people, 
however, has not been lost. If the 
monarchy does not come up to its 
historic duties, it loses justifica- 
tion for itg existence, The basic 
tendencies in Italy always have 
been more republican than mon- 
archist. Up to the period of the 
Italian union it was the republic 
which fought against Italian mon- 
ar¢éhies, which generally were for- 
eign monarchies. 

“The state which we wish to es- 
tablish anew shall be national and 
social, in the best sense of the 
word—a Fascist state as it was at 
its beginning. 


Four-Point Program. 


“Expecting that our movement 


will be irresistible, we demand as 
follows: 

“First, take up again arms at 
the side of Germany, Japan and 
our other allies. Blood only can 
extinguish such a shameful page 
from the history of our father- 
land. 


“Second, recon- 


immediate 


 gtruction of the army, which will 


gather around the militia. He 
only can be victorious who Car- 
ries arms and fights for his 
faith. 

“Third, elimination of the 
traitors, especially those who on 
July 25 at 9:30 o’clock went over 
to the new government and 
thereby to the enemy. 

“Fourth, elimination of the 
plutocracy and establishment of 
a social basis on which the state 


may be erected, supported by the 
work of its citizens, 

“Blackshirts, and you loyal ad- 
herenés in the whole of Italy, I 
call to you to work again and to 
take up arms! 

“If the enemy ig pleased about 
the capitulation of Italy, it does 
not mean that he has secured vic- 
tory. All the less because our 
allies, Germany and Japan, will 
fight up to final victory and never 
think of capitaulation. 

“Blackshirts! Reform your bat- 
talions which have performed such 
heroic deeds, Young Fascists! Join 
those divisions which heroically 
fought at Bir el Gobi. 

“Airmen, you who impeded 
enemy attacks on our cities, Fas 
cist women, reopen moral and mf&- 
terial support for our people, 

“Peasants, workmen and artis- 
ans, the future state will be your 
state. You must-defend it. Our 
courage, our faith, and our will 
shall give italy a new future, a 
place near the sun. Long live 
Italy! Long live the new Fascist 
republican party!” 


TALK SOUNDED LIKE 
DUCE BUT NOT MUCH

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.— The 
purported speech of Mussolini that 
came over the radio this after- 
noon sounded like Mussolini and 
yet it didn’t—much. 

The voice had the same raucous 
tonal qualities of that which I last 
heard announce Italy’s declaration 
of war against the United States 
on the afternoon of Dec, 11, 1941, 

Then I was standing at a short 
distance from Mussolini’s balcony 
in Rome’s Piazza Venezia and the 
voice came roaring out of loud- 
speaker horns directly over him. 
Today I listened at a radio loud- 
speacer and headphones, alternate- 
ly, more than 38000 miles away 
from the broadcaster. 


Monitors Say Voice His. 


Monitors of the Federal Com- 
munications Commission who have 
listened to Mussolini’s speeches at 
the same radio post for ‘several 
years said categorically that the 
voice today was his, that it sound- 
ed as it had before. , 

Mussolini, assuming it was he, 
began his address, “Italian Men 
and Women: After long silence you 
hear my voice again and [ am 
sure that you recognize it.” 

But as he followed with the nar- 
ration of his “most incredible of 
all adventures” the delivery lacked 
the dramatic fire of his oratorjcal 
prime when he was a proud Duce. 


It was almost monotonous. It 
moved rapidly and smoothly, with 
the regular rising and falling in- 
flections of a trained radio an- 
nouncer, as though it was being 


read, not spoken with the extem~ 
] 


poraneous effects, the occasiona 
flourishes and emphatic shouts of 
his usual efforts, 

This could be because of his 
downfall, imprisonment and “res- 
cue” kave affected him, or be- 
cause the speech was prepared for 
him by his German masters, or be- 
cause Mussolini was not himself at 
the microphone, 

Today's broadcast lasted just 15 


minutes. The monitors, experienced 


in such things, said it was a. re 
cording. They cited the absence of 
the sounds of an audience, the lack 
of applause, end the faintness of 
the reception by comparison with 
the German translation, which was 
read by an announcer immediately 
afterward. 

While the broadcast began with 
an announcer’s “Attention! This 
is the National Fascist Radio,” it 
was on the regular frequency of 
the Berlin radio. 

At the end, the voice said, “Long 
live Italy, long live the National 
Republican Fascist Party,” which 
is the new German-announced 
designation of Mussolini’s Nazi- 
revived movement, 

Then a band played the Fascist 
hymn Giovinezza, minus the bars 
of the Italian royal anthem that 
used always to precede it. 


ITALIAN LEGATION AT HELSINKI 
SAYS IT I$ LOYAL TO KING 


LONDON, Sept. 18 (AP).—The 
Finnish radio in a domestic radio 
broadcast tonight carried a state- 
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ment from the Italian legation at 
Helsinki announcing it recognized 
no Italian government other “than 
the Royal Government appointed 
by the King.”

1941 during their scorched earth 
retreat. 
Push Along Sea of Azov. 

Far to the south, in the offen- 
sive aimed at Zaporozhe and 
Melitopol, the Russians moved 
methodically from six to nine miles 
along the railroads, ‘taking 110 
towns including Pologi, 54 miles 
east of Zaporzhe and Chernigovka, 
49 miles northeast of Melitopol, 
which is on the Sea of Azov, 

Southwest of Kharkov, in an ad- 
vance toward Poltava and Krasno- 
grad, Soviet armies outflanked 
Krasnograd with the capture of 
Kolomak, 31 miles to the north- 
west. Other forces took Sakhnev- 
shchina, 25 miles southeast of the 
rail center. Over 250 occupied 
places were taken in this area. 

The strong army which captured 
Bryansk Friday swarmed on 14 
miles southwest of that important 
rail center. 

Moscow dispatches said Bryansk 
was wrecked by the retreating 
Germans who demolished build- 
ings, burned houses and carried off 
many residents to forced labor. 
Soviet mobile forces were reported 
dashing along forest paths and 
through ravines to outflank the re- 
treating Germans. 

In the Novgorod Severski area of 
the northern Ukraine the Russians 
widened one of three gaps across 
the Desna River in advance of nine 
to 12 miles, capturing over 50 vil- 
Jlages and hamlets in their smash 
toward White Russia. 

Clean-Up in Caucasus. 

The German Kuban bridgehead 
fnto the Caucasus — doomed by 
Soviet capture of Novorrossisk and 
advances along the Sea of Azov on 
the north — was being liquidated. 
Six strong centers of Nazi resist- 
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ance were captured, the communi- 
que said. 

Great columns of Russian guns, 

trucks and troops were reported 
moving up all day long through 
the captured Black Sea port of 
Novorossisk in preparation for the 
final assault. 
- On the northern end of the ac- 
tive Russian line, where progress 
was slowest, the Russians reported 
they gained up to three miles and 
captured over 50 populated places 
in slugging their way toward Smo- 
lensk and Roslavl. 

German broadcasts admitted a 
withdrawal on this central front 
for the second successive day, say- 
ing minor breaches had been made 
by extremely heavy Russian at- 
tacks against Smolensk defense 
lines.

FRIENDS ARRESTED

Sisters Apprehended on 


Charge One Has State 
Papers, Then Released. 


LONDON, Sept. 18 (AP). — 
Benito Mussolini, who was re- 


ported to have been brought back 
to the Axis radio tonight, was de- 
scribed in some dispatches from 
North Africa as _ thin-faced and

haggard as a result of the physi- 
cal and mental strain he under- 
went between his imprisonment by 
the Italians and his “liberation” 
by the Germans. 


This information was repre- 
sented as coming from reliable 
Italians who had been in Rome 
“within the last few days.” They 
were quoted as saying that Musso- 
lini had attempted no _ violence 
during his confinement, but had 
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spent most of the time writing 
what was believed to be a defense 
of his administration and his per- 
sonal part in bringing Italy into 
the alliance witb Germany. 

A Reuters dispatch also told of 
the arrest by Italian authorities 
of the Pettatcci sisters, Miria and 
Clara, who were in the latest crop 
of Mussolini’s girl friends. The 


entire Pettacci family, including 
the parents, brothers and sisters, 
were arrested on a charge that 
Clara possessed valuable _ state 


documents, but the arrests were 
only temporary, according to the 
dispatch, and they afterward were 
released.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP).— 
Chairman Vinson (Dem.), Georgia, 
of the House Naval Committee, de- 
clared flatly today that Allied sea 
might was preventing the Japa- 
nese from supplying their “be- 
leaguered garrisons” with food, 
ammunition and _ reinforcements 
“in sufficient quantity to permit 
long resistance.” 

In an outline of the situation in 
the Pacific, based on information 
supplied by the Navy Department, 
he noted that 180 Japanese war- 
ships had been announced as sunk 
to date and “heavy losses” inflict- 
ed on the enemy’s supply and troop 
ships. 

“The recent land and air suc- 
cesses on New Guinea, the capture 
of the Salamaua naval and air 
base and the adjoining base of 
Lae, and the tremendous air vic- 
tory at Wewak demonstrate that 
they Southwest Pacific campaign 
has been one of marked co-ordina- 
tion between Allied land, sea and 
air forces,” hg said. 

“The task of Allied seapower has 
been to meet and defeat the Jap- 
anese navy whenever the oppor- 
tunity presented itself. The par- 
allel objective of causing the Jap- 
anese navy to give one-way pas- 
sage to the Japanese army has 
also been carried out.” 

Tally of Japanese Losses. 

Just a day after Secretary of 
the Navy Knox observed in Lon- 
don that our Navy hasn’t sighted 
a Japanese aircraft carrier in four 
months because “apparently they 
don’t like to come out where it is 
wet,” Vinson tallied .the enemy's 
losses, 

“In sea areas exclusive of the 
Southwest Pacific.” he said, “125 
Japanese warships have been sent 
to the bottom. These include two 
batttleships, six aircraft carriers, 
24 cruisers, 62 destroyers and six 
submarines. 

“Nine battleships, seven carriers, 
47 cruisers, 62 destroyers and six 
submarines were so badly dam- 
aged as to be forced out of action. 
Another 28 Japanese warships, in- 
cluding one carrier, four cruisers, 
18 destroyers and one submarine 
are listed as ‘possibly sunk.’ ” 

In the Southwest Pacific area, 
Vinson continued, “55 additional 
Japanese warships have been sent 
to the bottom, and 73 damaged. 
These include one battleship, 14 
cruisers, 21 destroyers, three sea- 
plane’ tenders, eight submarines 
and one submarine tender de- 
stroyed—and one battleship, 38 
cruisers, 21 destroyers, two carriers 
and three seaplane tenders dgm- 
aged,” 

Effect of Italian Collapse. 

Just as did President Roosevelt

Allies Have Power to Advance 
To North Italy, London Believes 


Advantages Germans Held at Salerno Over- 
come and Eisenhower Now Holds 


Best Cards. 


By E. C. DANIEL 

LONDON, Sept. 18 (AP).—There 
was only one morning of victory 
hangovers in London after Italy’s 
capitulation. Public jubilation was 
sobered by the cold water shock of 
the first reverses at Salerno. The 
same thing had happened with Tu- 
nisia and it had taken weeks for 
the public to readjust its perspec- 
tive. 

This time the adjustment came 
more quickly. It was typified by 
two comments fsom military men, 

“We came perilously near disas- 
ter at Salerno,” a Briton said. 

“But from the long-term point of 
view the Germans’ position in 
central and southern Italy is stra- 
tegically impossible,” declared an 
American. 

German Advantages. 

The landing involved what at 
times is called “great risks rightly 
taken.” For the first week at least 
nearly every advantage was ar- 
rayed on the side of the Germans: 

Terrain — The Salerno beaches 
are ideal for landing but the Allies 
were able to seize only a 35-mile 
strip compared with 100 miles in 
Sicily. Determined German troops 
were ensconced with artillery in 
the hills overlooking the beaches. 
The position gave them the ad- 
vantage in spotting the Allies’ 
movements and resisting attack 
both from the air and the ground. 

Air support—The Allies long ago 
established air domination in the 
Mediterranean but as the London 
Evening Standard remarks, “What 
matters in battle is not general 
air domination but the exercise of 
air power over a battlefield.” The 
Allies’ air power over the battle- 
field was impaired in the initial 
stages by the lack of nearby air- 
dromes. This limitation is being 
overcome by the encompassment 
of airfields in the advance of the 
British Eighth Army. 

Artillery— while the Germans 
were able to mass artillery in the 
hills in close support of the de- 
fending troops the Allies had to 
depend largely upon the long-range 
dispersed support of naval vessels. 

Tactics—having failed to sur- 
prise the Germans the whole of the 


Fifth Army came within the range, 


of murderous German fire while 
trying—without the advantage of 
a major port—to land heavy wea- 
pons and vehicles. 

Bridgehead Too Shallow. 

For days the bridgehead was 
only four miles deep and it nor- 
mally takes five miles in which to 
dispose and maneuver a single di- 
vision, It may take up to 25 miles 
to accommodate front line troops 
and the rearward organization of 
an army such as the Fifth. By 
Friday, however, the Fifth had 
pushed its bridgehead at least 12 
miles into the interior at one point. 

Forces — five German divisions 
were identified in action at Saler- 
no. The Paris radio reported seven 
Allied divisions in the attack, but 
this is probably exaggerated. The 
best guess is that the forces were 
roughly equal in strength by mid- 
week, 

The arrival of the Eighth Army 
and the landing of reinforcements 
reported by the Germans Friday 
probably gave the Allies early pre- 
dominance. 

Morale—the tenacity of the Fifth 
Army is already becoming a mil- 
itary by-word despite the heavy 
casualties reported. 

“Their bravery will beat the 
Germans yet,” said Gen. Sir Rob- 
ert Gordon-Finlayson, the London 
Star’s military correspondent, while 
the day was still dark for Clark’s 
command. 

It was in fact German will which 
yielded first and the disadvantages 
of Salerno are not likely to be 
recreated soon for the Allies in 
their advance up the Italian leg. 

A Continental Base. 

After four years of war the 
forces have at last secured a con- 
tinental foothold in a fight against 
Hitler’s first team. There is no 
thought it. London that this base 
—whichever way its efforts may be 
directed—will be lost by anything 
except the most unimaginable bad 
luck or blundering.

ern and central Italy will be in- 
creasingly imperilled by four fac- 
tors which appear to make retreat 
inevitable. 

First, the ability of the Allied 
forces at any chosen time to out- 
flank by sea whatever line Kes- 
sirleng may choose. 

Second, the inability of the Ger- 
mans to protect lines of supply 
and troops from air attack. 

Third, the thinness of the Ger- 
man communications line running 
through hostile country by com- 
parison with the security of the 
Allied lines through seas complete- 
ly cleared of the Italian navy. 

Fourth, the obvious German re- 
luctance to withdraw forces from 
other fronts which are already 
lightly manned until certain of 
main direction of Allied 
strategy. 

Drain on German Army. 

Most commentators in London 
are convinced that the German 
army will reinforce the garrison 
in Italy beyond the 18 divisions be- 
lieved to have been there when the 
Allied forces Jandéed. How much 
beyond is a question. 

The Italian “incident” said the 
New Statesman and Nation, “may 
even assume the dimensions of a 
second front.” 

Shifting troops to ‘meet new 
strategic situations, the Germans 
were reported by an underground 
source to have withdrawn three di- 
visions from Norway, one from 
Holland and ordered six divisions 
from the home reserve to Italy and 
six to the Balkans, These figures 
were not confirmed authoritatively. 

Sober opinion in London is that 
it would take 35 to 40 divisions to 
hold the Allies below the line from 
which they could easily and effec- 
tively bomb southern Germany— 
that is the line across the calf of 
the Italian boot in the vicinity of 
Florence. Germany is not believed 
to be able to spare that many men. 

Equally sober opinion, however, 
is that Hitler, determined to keep 
the war off German soil, will risk 
upwards of 25 or 30 divisions in 
and effort to hold the Po River 
line indefinitely, 


MEAT SUBSIDY RULES REVISED 
TO AID SMALL SLAUGHTERERS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP).— 
The Defense Supplies Corporation 
revised its meat subsidy regula- 
tions yesterday to make all slaugh- 
terers of 2500 pounds or more, live 
weight, in any one month eligible 
for payments. Previously there 
was a 4000-pound limit. 

Another change intended to aid 
small slaughterers permits live 
weights to be estimated when the 
Slaughterer does not have access 
to weighing facilities. 

The subsidy program is designed 
to effect a 10 per cent reduction 
in the price of meat to the con- 
sumer without reducing the price 
paid to the farmer.

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Czecho-Slovak Battalion in Russia 
Honored for Stand That Blocked 


Nazis Three Days in Kharkov Area 


Unit Composed of Refugees, Many of Whom 
Had Fled Their Homeland to Fight 
With Polish Army.

CZECHO-SLOVAKIAN brigade, 

Ax the threshodl of a new 
frontline test, has just received 

its golden battle standard in a sim- 

ple, impressive ceremony in the 
heart of the Don steppes where it 
has been reformed and expanded 
since its first savage clash with 

Nazism here. 

The banner is a gift fyom Presi- 
dent Eduard Benes, brought here 
by Minister of War Gen. Sergy 
Ingr and presented to the First 
Czech Battalion which has already 
made a record that will be a proud 
tradition. 

The handful of men who had 
guarded their flag through the 
tiny village of Sokolovo, which 
German armor turned into a mael- 
strom of shell fire one winter aft- 
ernoon, paraded the new banner 
at full length before the assembled 
unit. 


The commanding Colonel, Lud- 
wig Svobodo, vowed the company’s 
record would be continued and the 
troops shouted a rolling and eager 
response—“na sdor.” : 


Some Fought for Poland. 


It was deeply stirring—the cour- 
. ge of these fighters, most of 
whom have been away from their 
homes and families more than four 
years. They fled the Czecho-Slo- 
vakian republic and tried to con- 
tinue the struggle in Poland, only 
to see that country collapse, too. 
Then they spent 10 months more 
of internment, hard enough to try 
the stoutest heart. 

Others fought on in France until 
that country went down under Hit- 
ler’s blows or underwent weary 
struggles in the Middle East, in- 
cluding action at Tobruk. But 
these men, who more than any oth- 
ers have had reason to lose faith, 
have remained steadfast. 

Their number is not large. It 
would be a mistake to overestimate 
the importance of their contribu- 
tion compared with that of such 
mighty forces as those of the Red 
Army. But on the basis of indi- 
vidual sacrifices, their individual 
effort ranks among the highest, 

- Like the Polish division, this is 
no symbolic unit. The men who 
marched past the reviewing stand, 
where Ambassador Zdenek Fier- 
linger took the salute with the 
Colonel, were equipped with the 
Red Army’s most modern weapons. 

Well-Equipped Unit. | 

Almost all had semi-automatic 
rifles. The number of their tom- 
myguns and light machineguns was 
considerable. The unit now has 
its own field artillery, heavy ma- 
chine gun, mortar and antitank 
groups while the armored section 
was paced by light, fast, scout cars, 
followed by rumbling 34s which 
have met the best Nazi weapons 
and conquered them. The first 
bore the name—Lidice. 

There was even a group of mo- 
torcycle and horse-mounted scouts. 
Except for attached aircraft this 
is an independent unit, ready to 
take over whatever duties may be 
assigned by the Red Army’s su- 
preme command. 

Like their army of republican 
days they marched without spe- 
cial parade step and with a mini- 
mum of saluting. Unlike the for- 
mer army, their ranks included a 
woman's section, nine of whose 
members already have won decora- 
tions. . Strangest of all, after see- 
ing only Red Army uniforms, the 
Czechs looked much like English 
tommies. Their uniform is like 
Briton battle dress, except for the 
Red Army helmet. 

Unlike the Polish unit, this 
Czechoslovak brigade or-—portions 
of it at least, already has been 
tried in fighting. It fell to the lot 
these troops to hold, last March, 
the critical sector 
southwest of Kharkov when the 
Germans made their desperate bid 

for that Ukrainian city’s recapture. 
' (It has now been liberated a sec- 
ond time.) 

In the headquarters of the unit 
we saw a large-scale relief map of 
this battlefield, study of which 
helped to explain the distinction 
extended so generously by the Red 
Army and the award of the Czecho- 


of the lines ‘ 


slovak Military Cross and the 
banner to the battalion by the 
government-in-exile in London. Col. 
Svoboda, a tall, soldierly officer 
with graying hair and soft voice, 
explained details of the fighting. 

The battalion received its march- 
ing order in February and moved 
towards the Voronezh front, after 
passing a staff examination by 
keen-eyed Red Army officers. It 
made a long march on_ foot 
through the most difficult weather 
but near Belgorod its orders sud- 
denly were altered. 

Pushing south at fastest pace, 
it occupied a position, on March 
4, along the frozen Mza River, be- 
tween Merefa and Zmiev south of 
Kharkov. 


Hurled Nazis Back. 


Two days later, one Red Army 
guard unit moved into flanking 
position on the right permitting 
the battalian to shorten the front 
one-fourth, but it was still scat- 
tered over a line 11 kilometers (al- 
most seven miles) in length. 

Normally, they would have held 
the river’s north shore. At the 
west end were the villages of Tim- 
chenko and Mirgorod. At the oth- 
er was Artuchevko. But the wood- 
ed area in the center made this 
unfeasible. Across on the south 
side of the river was Sikolovo. One 
company, supported by seven anti- 
tank guns, moved across the ice to 
hastily prepared positions which 
were most difficult because of the 
sloping heights to the south from 
which the Germans could overlook 
the whole area. Red Army tanks 
and artillery units, which had been 
assigned the Czech command, re- 
mained in the wooded sections to 


jthe north, 


Toward evening on March 7, the 
Germans occupied the height and 
sent 14 tanks in a feeler attack 
towards the bridge that crossed the 
river to Timchenko, The bridge 
was immediately destroyed and 
three tanks lost. The Germans re- 
treated to the heights. 

But Sokolovo continued to stand 
squarely in the way of one of the 
shortest routes to Kharkov or to 
the east where it might cut off 
Soviet forces in that area. At 3 
o'clock the next afternoon in a 
sunny cloudless day, the Nazis 
made their bid. 

Sixty tanks covered by témmy 
gunners raced down the heights 
toward the west end of the village. 
The initial impact smashed the 
western defenses. Tanks nosed 
into two village main streets and 
began to move towards the church 
in the center, Flame-throwers 
fired buildings, some still housing 
Russian inhabitants. 

But the Czechs would not quit. 
They made two counterattacks and 
drove the tommy gunners back. 
The church itself was almost sur- 
rounded. Its defenders were re- 
duced to one Lieutenant, Ottakar 
Jaros, a hero of the Soviet Union, 
who died in front of the building 
still hurling grenades against the 
Nazis. 


Attacked Across Ice. 


By nightfall those who still re- 
mained made their way, with 
nurses, across the ice to the other 
side. The village was burning and 
smashed to ruins. Half the entire 
number of defenders had been lost. 
But the Nazis had not crossed the 
river. The attempt had cost them 
19 more tanks and 400 tommy gun- 
ners. 

The Czechs attacked across the 
ice ‘again the next day, forcing 
their way into the village outskirts 
but were unable to remain. By 
the time the Germans were pre- 
pared to attempt a crossing, how- 
ever, the ice was sufficiently soft- 
ened so it could not be used. For 
three vital days, one of the armored 
fists aimed at Kharkov was halted 
completely. , 

Eighty-five members of the 
Czecho-Slovak battalion won ci- 
tations for their efforts. Ten days 
later they were withdrawn from 
the lines for new training. 

One can only speculate on the 
disturbed sensations this must 
produce among the weary Nazis 
who believed Czecho-Slovakia was 
an issue they had dealt with and 
completed in 1939 only to find in 
1943 that they were fighting so 
gallantly and effectively. 


Fighter Pilots Promise to Down 
Yellow Devil’ Plaguing Bombers

A UNITED STATES BOMBER 
BASE IN ENGLAND, Bept. 18 
(AP).— American fighter pilots 
have promised the bomber boys to 
knock down a certain “Yellow 
Devil” over France. 

Several veteran Flying Fortress 
officers swear coolly that they re- 
peatedly have seen one particular 
Focke-Wulf 190 for months over 
France, and that the Thunderbolts 
would be doing every B-17 crew- 
man a personal favor if. they 
knocked him down. 

“Whoever he is, that guy sure 
knows how to take every advan- 
tage in that golden yellow buggy 
plane so dolled up that it sparkles 
like a circus wagon when it is 
coming in from the sun,” said Lt. 
Robert E. Goodwin, Washington, 
D. C., navigator, who has 24 air 
battles to his credit. 

Goodwin saw the “Yellow Devil’ 
ever Paris Wednesday. 

“I would swear he is the same 
smarty we first ran into over 


29,” he said. “I zot time to look 
around and the way he flies you 
can’t mistake him. Other guys 
spotted him, too.” 

“The ‘Yellow Devil’ doesn’t care 
how close he comes,” Goodwin 
said. “Usually he waits until he 
can fire in your face. 

“He must be a high muckety- 
muck squadron leader or some- 
thing who just comes up to try to 
put some steam into the younger 
boys. He sends them out on one 
side to draw the Fortresses’ fire 
and then whoosh when you ain't 
looking he’s past like a ball of fire. 

“He has come so close to us I’ve 


tucked under his oxygen mask. 

“And he’s ,ot about four Ameri- 
can flags on his fuselage. That’s 
what makes us mad.”

Hanyzewski, After Which Brazle Scores 5-0) 


Shutout—St. Louis’ First Series Game Oct. 10.

Billy Southworth’s 


Cardinals clinched the 1943 National League 


pennant at Sportsman’s Park yesterday afternoon and nobody fell 
out of a chair in excitement or surprise. The customers took it as 
quietly as did the Redbirds, for all had known for a long time that 


it was going to happen. 


The World Champions made dou- 
bly sure of their objective by tak- 


ing both ends of a doubleheader 


with the Cubs, 2 to 1 and 5 to 0, 
but when Ray Sanders scampered 
over the plate in the ninth inning 
of the first game with a run that 
broke a 1-1 tie and gave Max 
Lanier the decision over Ed 
Hanyzewski, the race was decided. 
The St. Louis club’s lead became 
18 games over the Dodgers and 
18% over the Reds, making it 
mathematically impossible 
either forlorn contender to over- 
come the margin during the re- 
mainder of the schedule. 

Alpha Brazle turned in a neat 
four-hit pitching performance in 
the second e and when the 
Champions left the field their first 
place margin remained 18 games 
over Brooklyn, as the Dodgers 
wone one game, and was increased 
to 19 over Cincinnati, with only 16 
contests remaining on the _ S8St. 
Louis schedule. 

No Loud Demonstration. 

The important first game ended 
with a rather non-dramatic touch 
and perhaps that had much to do 
with the fact that the stands re- 
mained quiet, though it was Ladies’ 
day, the women’s afternoon to 
howl. At any rate new silence pre- 
vailed until George Carson, the 
man at the public address system, 
told one and all that the victory 
won the pennant for the Cardinals. 
Then there was a generous burst 
of applause, but to old timers who 
had seen other pennants clinched 
and who had seen downtown 
streets choked with cheering, base- 
ball-mad humanity, as in 1926, the 
year of Rogers Hornsby, this vocal 
outburst was a mere, restrained 
whisper. : 

It is an understatemeht, of 
course, to say that thé clinching 
was expected. The Cardinals took 
the lead June 5 and held on 
throughout the remainder of the 
race, lengthening the first place 
margin week by week until all 
baseball men conceded that the 
Redbirds would play in the World 
Series. 

Lanier held the Cubs to seven 
hits and missed a shutout by the 
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‘covering first base on an infield 
grounder, as. he registered his 
twelfth victory of the season. In 
the very first inning Ed Stanky 


singled, the next two men went)) 
Nicholson 


out and then Bill 
grounded to Ray Sanders. It would 
have been an easy out had Lanier 
covered the bag quickly, but he 
was slow to start and Nicholson 
beat Sanders to first for an infield 
single. Ed Sauer then singled to 
center, scoring Stanky to deprive 
Lanier of a shutout, for during 
the rest of the game Max was mas- 
ter of the Cubs. 

The Cubs looked like anything 
but a team that was losing its 
tenth straight game and with a 
tighter defense could have made 
the game a shutout for Hanyzew-. 
ski.| Garms singled off Merullo’s 
glove with one out in the fifth and 
when Marion hit a double play 
grounder to Elko, the third base- 
man threw wild to second and both 
runners were safe. Lanier flied 
out, but Klein singled past Elko.

Winning Run on Force’ Play 


Hanyzewski opened the ninth in- 
ning by walking Sanders and the 
Cardinals, with help from the 
Cubs, turned that pass into the 
run that ended the flag race. 
Garms sacrificed and Marion was 
passed intentionally. Merullo then 
fumbled Lanier’s grounder, filling 
the bases and setting the stage 
for Third Baseman Elko to make 
an unfortunate choice of. plays 
that helped the Cardinals. Klein 
grounded to. Elko, who had an 
easy play af the plate, but who 
chose, instead, to try for a double 
play by a different route. Elko 
stepped on third, forcing Marion, 
but his throw to first, trying for a 
double play, was a ‘whisker short 
of nipping Klein and Sanders, rac- 
ing home, carried the tie-breaking 
and pennant clinching run. 

Hanyzewski, seeing the one 
slip into his list of defeats, 
the only player on the field bat 
gave any indication that he was 
vexed or elated over the outcome. 
As the Cardinals quietly trotted 
toward the dugout exit ‘and the 
Cubs leisurely left the field, the 
Chicago pitcher threw his glove to 
the ground in disgust. 

By virtue of the victory the Car- 
dinals qualified to represent the 
National League in the world se- 
ries, which, ifthe American League 
leading Yankees win, as expected, 
will open at Yankee Stadium, New 
York, Tuesday, Oct. 5. Three 
games will be played in the Ameri- 
can League city, after which the 
competition will shift to Sports- 
man’s Park. 

If weather does not interfere, the 
first gamt in St. Louis will be 
played Sunday, Oct. 10. 

First Flag in 1926. 

As has been told, the pennant {s 
the seventh won by the Redbirds 
since Sam Breadon and his asso- 
ciates purchased the club in 1917. 
Rogers Hornsby and his young 
team of 1926 broke the ice and the 
«ity went wild as the Cardinals de- 
feated the Yankees in a seven- 
=<ame World Series. Managers 
came and went, but the Cardinals 
continued to win or fight for the 
pennant almost annually. They 
won again in 1928 under Bill Mc- 
Kechnie and in 1930 and 1931 with 
Gabby Street as their manager. 
They also won the world title in 
1931. There was another pennant 
in 1934 with Frank Frisch as man- 
ager and then a gap until last sea- 
son when Southworth’s young 
team came from far behind, over- 
taking the Dodgers in an amazing 
race. The Redbirds also surprised 
by defeating the Yankees in the 
World Series, taking four straight 
games after dropping the first. 

It was expected that with the 
pennant clinched, Manager South- 
worth’s first thought would be to 
rest some of his weary and in- 
jured warriors, But Billy said he 
would carry on through the season 
as though there had been no 
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only as the necessity of the mo- 
ment dictated. He said the club 
would try to set a new modern 
ecord for the margin of a pennant 

Apparently he is putting 


the pennant with an edge of 27% 
games, It ig not likely that the 
Cardinals could beat that record 
and Southworth indicated he ac- 
cepted 19% as the longest previous

But that really doesn’t help 
much, As we look back at world 
series, we can remember many 
seemingly inferior teams that 
won. The Yankees certainly 
were a more robust team in 
1926 than the Cardinals.

Tommy Theve- 
now outbatted Babe Ruth; Bob 
Méusel, moving over to take a 
fly because he had a stronger 
arm than the Yankee center 
fielder, missed connections and 
the Cardinals won. 

In 1928 the Cardinals looked 
like a fine team, It lost to the 
Yankees in four straight... . 
The Chicago Cubs were a good 
team in 1929, but Hack Wilson 
lost a fly in the sun and the 
Athletics took them apart. 

Thén who would have thought 
the Cardinals last year could 
beat the Yankees four straight 
games? If anybody had told 
you that Spud Chandler would 
pitch a three-hit game, how 
would you have wagered on the 
outcome? Would you have con- 
sidered Ernie White a good bet? 
Well, Ernie shut out the Yanks 
and Chandler’s fine pitching per- 
formance went for naught. 

So we're not going to pick the 
winner this year. It ought to 
be a good series. The Yankees 
seem to have been hit much 
harder than the Cardinals by 
war conditions, but, on the 
other hand, they, too, must have 
had excellent replacements to 
win as they have done. And if 
you and you and you really want 
to enjoy the series, don’t you 
pick any winner, either. You'll 
find you'll do less talking to 
yourself, in a purely explana- 
tory or alibi tone, if you just 
take the series as you see it.

The order revised section 6 (B) 
(2) of the OPA rent regulations, 
which stated a buyer might not 
oust a tenant unless he had 331-3 
per cent to pay down. 

The OPA revision eliminated a 
discrepancy between its rules and 
those of the FHA, which would 
lend as much ae 80 per cent. Thus, 
although he might borrow all but 
20 per cent from one Federal 
agency, a person still might not 
_ buy, due to the conflicting rule of 
another. 

HOLC Requires Less. 

The HOIEKL sells property it holds 
with less than a 20 per cent down 
payment, having special dispensa- 
tion by the Independent Offices 
Appropriation Act to disregard the 
OPA down payment rule. 

The HOLC ruling is designed to 
expedite liquidation of that agency 
and decrees sale upon any terms 
which the Federal Home Loan 
Bank Commissioner thinks will 
further that end.

The brewery property, fronting 
229 feet on Seventh street and 
461 feet on Broadway, formerly 
belonged to the ABC Brewing Co. 
and was acquired about 1937 by 
the Terre Haute Brewing Co. of 
Terre Haute, Ind. This concern 


jnever made use-of the property, 


deciding, after having purchased 
and remodeled it, not to operate 
in St. Louis. 

There are four groups of build- 
ings, including a_i three-story 
bottling plant on Broadway near 
Lynch, a four-story stock house 
on Broadway south of an alley 
which divides the block, a six- 
story stock house south of the 


~ialley on Seventh street, and other 


structures used for offices and 
other purposes. There is a large 
vacant lot at the Dorcas-Broadway 
corner. 

Running half way through the 
center of the block from Dorcas 
avenue are switch tracks of the 
Manufacturers’ Railway, a Busch- 
controlled carrier. 

The property was sold by the 
Terre Haute Brewing Co. to Mr. 
and Mrs. Arthur H. Fuldner, who 
resold it to the St. Louis concern 
for $75,000. It is assessed for tax 
purposes at $117,500. 

The tenement property consists 
of five two-story buildings with 
26 dwelling units fronting on 
Lynch at the southeast corner of 
Lynch and Seventh. It was sold 
by Katie M. Burke to Elizabeth 
Spurr, who resold it to the An- 
heuser-Busch Co, It is assessed 
for tax purposes at $14,750. 

A parcel fronting 53 feet on 
Broadway at the Broadway-Lynch 
corner, and another parcel front- 
ing 75 feet on Seventh at the 
Seventh-Dorcas corner constituted 
the only ground in the city block 
not included in the deal.

UBLIC finance is the most technical and complicated of all the 
problems for solution by the Constitutional Convention. 
volved in it are not only the intricacies of fair and equitable

The broad question the conven- 
tion delegates must meet is how 
to set up constitutional provisions 
under which the State and its 
many functioning agencies, may 
obtain sufficient funds to provide 
the governmental services de- 
manded by modern progress, and 
yet hedge them with protective re- 
strictions to prevent over-zealous 
officials from creating unneces- 
sary tax burdens. 


$250,000,000 a Year. 


It is estimated the State and its 
subdivisions of government collect 
and expend nearly $250,000,000 an- 
nually, with State expenditures of 
$130,000,000 slightly more than half 
the total. 

This money is collected under a 
hodge-podge of constitutional pro- 
visions and statutory enactments, 
some prepared in the light of the 
simple requirements of govern- 
ment 68 years ago and others en- 
acted from time to time to meet 
particular situations as they arose. 
They fail to provide an equitable 
and uniform system of taxation. 


One pressing need for an order- 
ly conduct of the State's fiscal af- 
fairs is a change in the fiscal year 
period to avoid the disturbance of 
State finances and State business 
at the end of each biennium for 
which the Legislature appropriates 
money. 

The fiscal year now starts Jan. 
1. The Constitution prohibits the 
expenditure of money without leg- 
islative appropriation. On Dec. 31, 
at the end of each biennium, all 
appropriations made by the Legis- 


lature for that two-year period | 
lapse and all State funds are froz- | 


en in the treasury until the Legis- 
lature makes new appropriations. 


Six Months of Work. 


The process of dividing the avail- 
able revenues is a particular one, 
requiring much research and study 
of requirements of the various 
State agencies. Ordinarily the 


, writing and passage of the bien- 


nial appropriation bills take near- 
ly six months. To provide funds 
during that period the Legislature 
hurriedly makes temporary ap- 
propriations, to which little 
thought is given, With the result 
that some departments of the gov- 
ernment get more than they need, 
causing extravagance and waste, 
while others get less and find their 
operations hampered. 


This confusion could be avoided 
by a Constitutional provision start- 
ing the fiscal year July 1. 


Since the present Constitution 
was adopted in 1875 the whole 
scheme of support of the State 
Government has changed. In those 
days all of the revenue was de- 
rived from a tax on real estate 
and personal property. Today that 
source contributes an unimportant 
part of the revenue, the major por- 
tion of which comes from the sales 
tax, the income tax, automobile 
license fees, gasoline tax and a 
large number of fees and licenses 
for specific services. 

With the growth of the State 
business from $3,500,000 a year in 
those early days to 130 million dol- 
lars a "year now, there has de- 
veloped a tendency to earmark 
certain taxes for definite purposes, 
as the automobile license fees and 
gasoline tax are earmarked for

They have failed so far in 
the Legislature but it is certain an 
attempt will be made to have such 
a provision included in a new Con- 
stitution. 

The school teachers of the State 
have prepared a recommendation 
that the Constitution shall direct 
the setting aside of one-third of 
all the general revenue of the 
State for the State school fund. 
The present Constitution contains 
a requirement that not less than 
one-fourth of the revenue shall be 
earmarked for the schools, and for 
many years the Legislature has 
made the amount one-third. The 
teachers hope to get the one-third 
requirement in the Constitution 
and so avoid the biennial fight 
they encounter in the Legislature 
to make the allotment less than 
one-third.

The danger which many sstu- 
dents of Government finances see 
in ‘the trend toward earmarking 
State funds is that minority prop- 
aganda organizations might suc- 
ceed in setting aside for particular 
purposes such a large proportion 
of the funds that greatly increased 
rates of taxation or new sources of 
tax revenue would be necessary to 
provide money for the general op- 
erating expenses of the Govern- 
ment. 


Property Tax Proposal. 


There has been legislative dis- 
cussion from time to time of abol- 
ishing the State tax on property, 
and, undoubtedly®it will be re- 
vived in the convention. At the 
present rate of five cents on the 
$100 valuation, the property tax 
now yields less than $2,000,000 a, 
year and its collection cost runs 
nearly 25 per cent, 

The question whether this tax 
shall be retained probably will be 
considered in connection with sug- 
gestions for a change in the sys- 
tem of taxing intangible personal 
property, such as money, notes, 
bonds and other evidences of debt. 

Experience has been that only a 
minute portion of this type of 
property is reached. for taxation. 
Under the present Constitution it 
must be taxed at the same rate as 
other property. Frequently the to- 
tal tax, State, county, city and 
school district, would exceed the 
return derived from the invest- 
ment.

Fruition of Revolution 
Envisioned as Possibility. 


Postwar development can bring—unless,| 
greed, graft and lack of vision ruin it in the.

Up to now, the industrial revolution has | 


all but by-passed Mexico. By selling its 
products to the United States for war use, 
Mexico is building up the biggest surplus of 
foreign exchange in its history. The urgent 
need for some of its goods, principally stra- 
tegic metals and henequen fiber, has spurred 
some industrial expansion already. 


Waiting for End of War 
To Realize the .Benefits. 


But most of these surplus millions of dol- 
lars must wait until war's end before they 
can be invested in the plows, tractors, dams 
and factories so sorely needed to expand 
and fortify Mexico’s internal economy. They 
must wait because global war needs come 
first. Meanwhile the money is exerting 
painful inflationary pressure on Mexican life. 

The Mexican people as a whole are not yet 
fully convinced that a declaration of war 
on the Axis in May, 1942, after German sub 
attacks on Mexican shipping, was either a 
wise or necessary move. To them, as to ap- 
parently many Americans, the war is still 
a vague and distant thing. 

It is hard for a poor, illiterate Indian farm- 
er, say in the state of Zacatecas, to see how 
the fighting of men he has never known, 
in a place he has never seen, will affect the 
price of his corn, even though it is affecting 
it right now.

Self-Interest of Mexico 
The Key to Her Policy. 


Naturally Mexico—and Americans have an 


‘amazing faculty for forgetting this—must 


think of her own interests first. But her 
fundamental anti-Axis tradition is older and 
more consistent than Washington's. Mexico 
condemned Japan’s aggression in China 
almost from the start. She actively aided 
Republican Spain’s fight against Franco 
with men and materials, incurring the dis- 
favor, if not the wrath, of some of her pres- 
ent allies. She condemned Germany’s rape 
of Czecho-Slovakia and all the rest, right 
down, finally, to full declaration of war. 

President Avila Camacho’s own sincerity 
jis hardly open to question, but the instances 
of duplicity and graft among Mexican Gov- 
ernment underlings are shameful. 

The President and his cabinet, some of 
whom were not ready to go along with him 
to war, have had nightmarish difficulties 
with pressure groups and in explaining the 
Government’s policies to the public. For- 
eign Minister Ezequiel Padilla, who rose to 
the stature of a statesman at the Rio de 
Janeiro conference in January, 1942, vir- 
tually sacrificed any Mexican political ambl- 
tions he may have had by becoming the 
exponent and executor of Avfla Camacho’'s 
foreign policy; people distrusted him be-

The Ruins of Pacetum. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE Post-Dispatch last Wednesday 
published a picture showing tents of 
the American Fifth Army pitched among 
ancient buildings of an unidentified Ital- 
ian town in the Salerno area, 

It may interest your readers to know 
that the “unidentified town” is Paestum, 
or Pesto on modern maps. It is about 
60 miles southeast of Naples via Batti- 
paglia and is a tiny village on a pla- 
teau which is a farming district. 

The low Doric building is called the 
Basilica. It was built about the middle 
of the sixth century B. C. The temple 
at the right was built a century later 
and was dedicated to Neptune. It is said 
to be the finest Greek temple west of 
Athens. 

There have been several poems about 
Paestum, from. Virgil down, The roses, 
violets, little green lizards have all been 
sung. Extensive excavations show that 
the Greeks had a large city hene, and 
later, the Romans. It is a magnificent 
site with the ocean on one side and the 
mountains on the other. 

When I returned to Naples after vis- 
iting Paestum in early July, 1939, Naples 
was blacked out. They were having an 
air-raid rehearsal—quite a contrast with 
the peaceful old ruins of Paestum!

RELIGION IN RUSSIA. 

Despite their admiration for the Russian armies’ 
remarkable achievements in resisting and defeating 
the Germans, there are still some Americans who are 
suspicious of the Soviet Union, for two reasons: they 
fear the spread of Communism, and they dislike the 
Moscow Government's attitude toward religion. 

With the decision last ‘May to dissolve the Third 
International, or Comintern, Moscow served notice 
on its allies that it had abandoned propaganda ef- 
forts in other countries. There is much evidence to 
show that this step was taken in all sincerity, and 
that the pledge is being kept. 

As to the Soviet Union's attitude toward the 
church, some significant developments have taken 
place in the last few weeks that should go far to 
reassure those Americans who are antagonistic 
toward their country’s gallant ally because of the 
religious factor, 

With the approval of Stalin, and other Govern- 
ment leaders, the Orthodox church recently held a 
congress at Moscow, elected a new head, or Patriarch, 
and organized a synod. This meeting, first of the 
kind in many years, was followed by a statement 
from the Congress of Bishops, conferring their bless- 
ing upon the Soviet Government and calling upon 
Christians throughout the world to unite in the 
defense of their faith against Fascism. 

This development has been interpreted by some 
observers as a Soviet bid for the sympathy of re- 
ligious persons’in other countries. However, it is 
merely the latest step in a trend of some years 
toward better relations between church and state 
in Russia. To understand this trend fully, it is 
necessary to consider the position of the Orthodox 
church in Czarist days. 3 

The Orthodox church, it must be remembered, 
originated when the Roman Empire split into West- 
ern and Eastern divisions, some 16 centuries ago. 
The Eastern church refused to accept the authority 
of the Pope, and was excommunicated in 1054 by 
Leo IX. Today there are about 130,000,000 Orthodox, 
or Greek, Catholics in the world; some 340,000,000 
Roman Catholics and 135,000,000 Protestants, 

In Russia, the Orthodox faith became the state 
church when Peter the Great, in 1721, made himself 
its head. What followed is described by an objective 
observer, Maurice Hindus, in his recent book, ““Moth- 
er Russia”: 

Under the pampered protection of the Czars, 
the Russian church lost not only its political in- 
dependence but its spiritual integrity. It be- 
came one more weapon in the hands of the Czar 
to wield over the people, ... As an institution, 
the church remained at the supreme service of 
the old Government and all its aims in politics, 
economics and social thought. 

With the Bolshevist revolution, every vestige of 
Czarist tyranny was swept away, and with it the 
power of the Orthodox church. When churchmen 
sought to bring back the old order, they incurred 
the wrath of the new regime. Hewlett Johnson, Dean 
of Canterbury, writes of this phase in his book, 
“The Soviet Power’: | 


In such circumstances, the effort to suppress 
the church is no matter of surprise. Marx, 
Lenin and Stalin were anti-religious just be- 
cause they believed that religion had constantly 
aligned itself with organized injustice. Outrages 
were committed on the church in proportion as 
the church had become corrupt and wealthy, 
neglectful not only of social justice, liberty, 
education of the masses and social welfare in 
general, but actively persecuting those who made 
these things their concern. It is not natural for 
people to murder priests. 


After these tragic events had run their course, 
the position of the church in Russia was officially 
defined as a matter of individual] conscience, with 
no state support, much as in our own country. Free- 
dom of religious worship was guaranteed in 1936, 
and the political disqualifications of priests were 
removed. The pro-atheist campaign was called off 
more than two years ago, and virtually all anti- 
religious publications have disappeared. 

There is no bar on religious services in the Soviet 
Union; more and more churches are being returned 
to religious use. The Government has announced 
plans to restore edifices destroyed by the Nazi in- 
vaders, The church has asserted its support of the 
Government on many occasions, with such activities 
as raising funds for the Red Army, including sub- 
scriptions for the building of an entire tank column, 
The new Patriarch, Sergei, in 1942 sent a message 
to Stalin saying that the faithful “heartily and 
prayerfully greet in your person the God-chosen 
leader of our military and cultural forces.” 

America is fighting this greatest of all wars side 
by side with Russia. For the two great peoples to 
reach a sound understanding is vital to victory,, and 
to a peaceful future for the world, 

On religion, Russia has gone through a historic 
process which has had tragedies and excesses, but a 
settlement is now being attained along the lines of 
religious freedom upheld by democracy. In view of 
this adjustment, approved by the Russian church to 
the extent of formally blessing the Soviet Govern- 
ment, it is unthinkable that the religious issue 
should keep the two peoples apart and cloud their 
future relations. 

IL EX-DUCE SPEAKS—OR DOES HE? 

Benito Mussolini it was, or so said the German 
news agency DNB (“Do Not Believe”), who spoke 
yesterday over the Berlin radio. If the speaker 
really were Mussolini, the speech showed he is still 
alive, but that fs about all, The speaker advocated 
a “Republican Fascist” form of government for Italy, 
which would, on a guess, be something between a 
Tory Communism and a pacifist militarism. He 
went on to complain that when he was “abducted” 
from the duceship he was conveyed in a car“at 
high speed.” Is the bull bellow a whisper, the 
thumping boast a whimper, the Duce a solemn 
clown dangled ‘at a microphone’s end by his gang- 
lord to become a spectacle which his worst enemies 
would not stoop to make of him? 
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“ALL ONE WAR.” 

President Roosevelt's message to Congress and 
the country last Friday was not exactly a report on 
the state of the Union, such as chief executives cus- 
tomarily send, but a survey of the war, its progress 
and its coming demands upon us all. 
was notable in its documented statements of why 
“we are still a long, long way from ultimate vic- 


| tory,” and also for its excellent exposition of the 


conflict as one big war, not two separate wars or a 
series of unrelated campaigns, as commentators 
sometimes try to make it appear. 

The most dramatic proof of this, of course, came 
with the syrrender of the Italian fleet, which freed 
Allied naval power in the Mediterranean for carry- 
ing on the Far Eastern phase of the war, and thus 
represents a dose of exceedingly bad news for Japan. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s thesis of a closely interrelated 


conflict does not stop with its military phases,

| however. He goes on to deny that there is any sep- 

arate entity such as the “home front.” He feels 
that production of war and of foodstuffs, transpor- 
tation, inflation control, rationing, labor policies, war 
information, housing, financing and so on are all 
playing a part, together with our soldiers, sailors 
and flyers, in winning the war. 

It would be a good idea for every citizen, as he 
goes about his daily duties, and considers what he 
can spare for buying bonds, to keep constantly in 
mind Mr. Roosevelt’s concept of this scattered, world- 
wide conflict as “all one war.” 
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DR. FACTS SPEAKS AGAIN. 

Bernard Baruch, the “Dr, Facts” of Wilson’s war- 
time administration, and undoubtedly the nation’s 
shrewdest blueprinter of industrial mobilization, is 
a man of good-natured patience. That patience may 
not continue to stretch beyond his stature if there 
is not immediate constructive action on his man- 
power. report, given to Mr. Byrnes in late August, 
now placed before the Senate by Mr. Vandenberg, 

When the keen-minded production boss of World 
War I accepted the unsalaried post of adviser to 
Byrnes, after a flying tackle at the rubber shortage, 
he made a blunt reference to “all this infernal bick- 
ering” among war agency czars. He: stated that 
he was willing to serve the Office of War Mobiliza- 
tion on the assumption that it would be effective. 
Standing out prominently in his man-power report 
are the charges that bickering and authority-snatch- 
ing continue. He says: 

Proper handling of man power has been made 
impossible by the failure of Government agen- 
cies to work as a team with a clearly defined 
program. 

The time must end when agencies spend their 
energies battling to build up empires of power. 
It is time to reassert the fact that there is one 
Federal Government—speaking with one voice— 
not a “Centimouth.” 


Baruch and his aid, John Hancock, looked Into 
the man-power pantries of agriculture, Government 
and industry, charged them with hoarding. Southern 
farm labor pools, they implied, must be made fluid, 
must be tapped. Fixed-fee contracts must go, must 
be replaced by cost-plus contracts with “incentive” 
provisions for both labor and management, 

Man-power stayvation threatening the West Coast 
aircraft industry, seriously affecting steel produc- 
tion, textiles production and mining, must be ap- 
proached through community labor budget commit- 
tee plans in which available man power is reg- 
istered and allocated according to a priority scale 
set up by WPB. 

There were many other recommendations—for 
the winnowing of non-essential civilian production, 
for reducing labor turnover, improving management, 
establishing complete intra-agency co-operation and 
extending it to all critical production areas, There 
was further insistence of decentralization, a score 
on which Barwuch’s advice should have been taken 
two and a half years ago. ~ 

Alternative to sweeping adjustment of man-power 
problems is a labor draft, which Adviser Baruch 
strongly opposes. But it will take more than an all- 
out effort on the part of the administratfon and 
its agencies to put his report into working practice. 
Congress will have to consider the necessity for 
drafting of fathers in the light of it; will have to 
unfreeze farm labor, hoarded in large part be- 
cause congressional action has made hoarding pos- 
sible. 

All Washington, bending to the war effort, should 
have referred more often in the past to Baruch’s 
“American Industry in the War,” published after 
his dynamic service 25 years ago as chairman of the 
War Industries Board. It is not too late, although 
the hour nears, for Congress and the administration 
to be guided far more fully by the one man who 
actually realizes that bottlenecks are breakable. 
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SOME VIEWING WITH ALARM.

It’s time for plain words. St. Louis, city and

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Uses and Limitations of Air Power

Victory by use of planes alone is not considered by Allied leaders, 
publication says; bombers can’t knock out armies, destroy shore 
bases or take territory; yet new weapon is deadly spearhead for 
joint attack by co-operation with sea power and land power.

ICTORY through air power alone is 
V our" for this war. Allied land power 

and sea power are being given big parts 
along with air power in the decisive phase 
of ‘the war that now is opening. In the 
final strategy, the things that airplanes 
cannot be were oonsidered along with the 
things that air power can do, 


Air power cannot occupy enemy countries. 
It cannot do the job of sea power in trans- 
porting large armies across oceang and in 
It cannot 
fight unless it has good surface bases, pro- 
tected and supplied by land or sea power. 


The limits that,-in the judgment of the 
military planners, restrict the present-day 
uses of air power have been weighed in 
the Roosevelt-Churchill conferences. 


Air power has not proved its ability to 
knock out strong land armies. The Ger- 
mans teamed the dive bomber effectively 
with the tank. But as soon as troops 
learned not“to be terrorized by the noise, 
the bombers alone lost much of their punch, 
Massed bombers did not break the Rus- 
sians’ grip on Stalingrad. Despite bomb- 
ing, the Germans fought effectively on 
Sicily, and finally escaped. The Chinese 
have fought on for years without air cover. 


Shore Defenses Keep Pounding. 


Air power often has been unable to de- 
stroy shore defenses. Malta never yielded 
through more than three years of incessant 
bombing. The raid on Dieppe found Ger- 
man shore defenses in France working with 
deadly efficiency. The artillery on Pantel- 
leria Island was abandoned by the dispirited 
Italians, but not destroyed by bombing. 


On Sicily, a gale fooled the Italians into 
thinking there could be no invasion. De- 
spite bombings, the coast defenses, though 
unmanned, were intact. Although the Allies 
controlled the air over Southern Italy, they 
relied on big guns of a British fleet to pro- 
vide artillery cover for invasion, 


In their coconut-log shelters of New 
Guinea and the Solomons, the Japanese 
were safe from all but direct bomb hits. 
At Munda, the Japanese lived through end- 
less bombing raids, 


The fogs provide almost as good conceal- 
ment for land troops as the jungles. On 
Attu and Kiska, the Japanese in their dug- 
outs lived through bombings. 


Fleet Air Defenses Improved. 


The old question whether an airplane 
can sink a battleship was settled at Pear! 
Harbor and off Singapore. But American 
fleet units have stiffened immensely their 
defenses against air attack, 


Summed up, this means that there still 
are vital jobs in war that lie beyond the 
capacities of the wonderful new weapon of 
air power. Then is air power to be com- 
pelled to take a back seat in the coming 
campaign? That is not to be the case. 


In fact, there has been little thought 
among most American air officials that air 
power alone could win this war. Some men 
with much knowledge of aviation have 
thought that it could. Some officials have 
felt that Russia’s land blows are giving 
air power a chance to bring about internal 
collapse of Germany. But most air officials 
have held that bombing of Germany’s war 
munitions centers would weaken her power 


to fight and make much easier and less |

at the real heart of the enemy’s power—his

Much Yet to Be Learned. 


With the start of land invasion came 
recognition that air power has a vital job 
to do against enemy air fighters, troops 
and defenses, and that Americans have 
much to learn about the tactical uses of 
airplanes. The result was organization into 
strategic and tactical air forces to tackle 
more effectively both types of air job. 


Now, going ahead on these lines, 
less but more use of American air power is 
planned.

Allied bomber losses are going up, and, 
more ominous, the losses are rising faster 
than the amounts of bombs that are 
dropped. But the German air force is 
pushed close to the breaking point. Ger- 
many’s losses in fighter planes are reported 
to be exceeding her production of 1000 
fighter planes per month, The Eighth 
United States Army Air Force alone de- 
stroyed 631 planes in August. 


The Pacific, Another Story. 


Against Japan, Navy and Army airmen 
are fighting a vastly different kind of war. 
In the Pacific, the air forces are fighting 
in close tactical co-operation with surface 
ships, submarines and ground troops. They 
are making progress island by island in the 
face of special risks and difficulties. 


This air war is the beginning of a long 
struggle for sea and air and land bases 
from which war can be carried directly 
against Japan. In this struggle, a new 
battle of aircraft carriers and of carrier 
planes is coming on a scale that will be 
new to the history of war. The stake in 
that fight will be control of the air over 
vital parts of the Pacific.

The plot of the book is based on the 
movement of two groups—one of Chinese 
students, the other of Japanese soldiers 
—-from the Chinese coast to a district of the 
Both groups face great hard- 
ships, both display great courage and 
both accomplish their objectives—the Jap- 
anese destroy a town; the Chinese get up 
a school. 

The reactions of the hero, Tadeo Aki- 
yama, illustrate the plight of the young 
Westernized Japanese intellectual caught 
in his country’s war machine. But Tanaka, 
who displays photographs of his children 
on the slightest pretext and repeats patri- 
otic phrases without the training to criti- 
cise their incongruity, is the representative 
of the average Japanese. When his simple 
faith in what he has been taught is shaken 
by the skillful resistance of the Chinese and 
the horrors of bombed villages, he turns 
to Tadeo for explanation.

A fear of life based on an unease bred 
by the adoption of the letter of alien cul- 
tures without the spirit is this novelist’s 
analysis of the Japanese enigma.

After iour years of persecutions and cruelty the Gestapo still 
carries on mass murder, mass deportations and mass arrests. But 
the Germans still are afraid of hunger-stricken Poland. 


The story of what life is like in 
Warsaw has been brought here 
by a formerly well-to-do Pole who 
escaped to join the Polish army 
here as an officer. 

To describe him further would 
be to invite German retaliation on 
relatives of any missing man who 
might fit the classification. 

He said those who knew War- 
saw in prewar days would not 
recognize the well-known streets 
in the shapeless ruins stretching 
for miles; the people, a colorless 
crowd, tired-looking, dressed in 
rags, with pale sickly faces and 
nervous, furtive movements, 

Warsaw wakes up at 6 a. m. 
when the peasant carts begin clat- 
tering on the cobbled streets of 
the suburbs, bringing vegetables 
for Germans only. Poles cannot 
buy vegetables or fruit. All they 
have is what they can grow in the 
marrow strips of soil along the 
city pavements which once were 
parkways. 

Simultaneously with the peasant 
earts appear the first city-dwellers, 
morning shift workers on their 
way to toil for the invader. In 
the tram-cars the first two benches, 
reserved for Germans, are still 
empty, so the Poles can talk a 
little more freely—exchanging lo- 
cal news and furtively whispering 
bits of information heard over- 
night on the radio from the Unit- 
ed States or Britain. 

By 8 o'clock the streets are 
crowded with people going to 
work, starting on a hunt for the 
means to live, or simply those, 
who have no homes. 

Unlike the occupied countries of 
Holland, Belgium and France, 
Poles get no clothing coupons. 
People go on wearing their pre- 
war clothing. Production of leath- 
er shoes is forbidden and the 
streets echo with the clatter of 
wooden shoes. 


A Month’s Food Ration. 

A Warsaw housewife needs wits, 
courage and plenty of money. Of- 
ficial food rations for Poles con- 
stitute a starvation diet. An adult 
is entitled to six ounces of meat, 
six ounces of flour, two eggs, and 
six ounces of beetroot jam per 
month. He gets four ounces of 
bread a day. There is no milk 
or fat ration, nor is there any fuel 
allocation. Electricity is cut off 
except for three hours in the win- 
ter and two in the summer, 

Countless trainloads of food 
leave Poland daily for Germany 
or the Russian front. Shops sup- 
plying German clients are full of 
food, and German soldiers send 
provisions to their families back 
home. 

The Germans hold Polish work- 
ers to their prewar wages, yet 
prices on some items have in- 
creased 50 times. 


Forced Into Trade. 


In an effort to survive, the 
people sold their possessions, then 
found that trade was a possible/ 
escape from starvation. Society 
women, university professors and 
seamstresses vied with peddlers. 
Some went from house to house. 
Others opened small shops. To- 
day 80 per cent of the population 
trades, 

This keeps money floating from 
hand to hand, leaving a narrow 
margin for the trader. But shop- 
keepers are facing new disaster; 
with the Allied bombardment of 
the Ruhr, many thousands of Ger- 
mans were evacuated to Poland. 
To halt their grumbling, German 
authorities are evicting Poles from 
their shops and turning them over 
to the evacuees, 


Black Market Patriotic. 


The black market—a name de 
spised in free countries—has an 
almost patriotic meaning in Po- 
land. Every day thousands of 
smugglers, risking great danger, 
travel sometimes hundreds of 
miles from Warsaw to return with 
food to help the citizenry survive. 

On the surface, daytime life ap- 
pears more or less normal. Streets 
are shabby, but people go about 
their business. Children go to 
school, although only primary and 
trade schools have been left open 
and subjects like history, religion, 
geography and Polish have been 
discontinued. 

But under this surface of seem- 
ing normalcy runs a current of 
constant vigilance, People never 
relax. They know that a few days 
peace is just a short interval be- 
tween new blows that bring mis- 
ery to countless families. 


Mass Roundups. ° 

There is a word with a new 
meaning in the Polish dictionary— 
“lapanka,”’ mass roundups of 
human beings. There are two 
kinds — political lapankas during 
which the Gestapo arrests all per- 
sons suspected on political grounds, 
and roundups for forced labor. 

The Germans do not even ob- 
serve their own regulations as to 
who is liable to forced labor. The 
local German chief of labor, under 
instructions from Berlin to deliver 
a certain quota of laborers into 
Germany, merely orders the arrest 
ind deportation of all men and 
women caught in a lapanka, re- 
gardiess of age or physical con- 
fition. 

A number of trucks fillec with 
police and Gestapo agents sur-

round a chosen locale. Men, women 
and children caught within the 
area are driven away in trucks to 
a Gestapo depot. There they are 
kept in huge huts without food. In 
political lapankas those who do not 
satisfy the Gestapo are sent to 
concentration camps. In _ labor 
roundups men, women and chil- 
dren over 14 years of age are 
packed into trucks and deported to 
Germany. 

There was the instance of the 
German attempt to Lreak yp trad- 
ing in a market place known as 
the “Kercelak” in Warsaw’s poorer 
section. In this equivalent of Lon- 
don’s famous Caledonian market 
one formerly could buy or sell any- 
thing from puppies to worn out 
phonograph records. 

\A big lapanka expedition set out 
one morning intending to catch 
the traders by surprise. But the 
Poles had their sentries and when 
the Germans arrived the district 
was empty. 
times. Then, instead of ‘using the 
familiar trucks, they sent a mili- 
tary unit, preceded by a band, into 
the district. This caught the trad- 
ers unaware and the _ soldiers 
trapped several thousands, But 
other traders were in their place 
the next day. 

Then one morning a big gallows 
graced the square. Th traders 
gave up and found a new district. 

Streets are crawded in late after- 
noon after work. Curfew is at 8 
o'clock, and Poles have but two 
hours to visit friends. Everywhere 
at street corners there are bands 
of unemployed musicians, students 
and demobilized soldiers. Two the- 
aters are open to Poles, but no 
plays by any Allied aythor can be 
produced, nor can any Polis] music 
be heard, Cafes owned by Poles 
are jammed, 

As 8 o’clock approaches the peo- 
ple rush home to the kitchen, 
where it is warmest, and to listen 
for the dreaded sound of heavy 
boots on the stairs, for the Ger- 
mans especially like.to carry out 
arrests and searches at night. 


Polish Underground. 


The escaped Pole said he wanted 
to make clear that what is hap- 
pening in Poland now—the killing 
of Gestapo men, sabotage in fac- 
tories, destruction of railway 
bridges—are not spontaneous acts 
of individuals or groups of pa- 
triots, but are the regular work of 
an organization, powerful and big, 
spfeading over thousands of vil- 
lages and towns, embracing many 
thousands of men and women. 
The newsboy who jumps on the 
steps of a moving tramcar shout- 
ing “Germans chased out of 
Tunisia, Cheer up folks. It won't 
be long now,” is not just a lad 
trying to sell papers. He is a mes- 
senger, a soldier of the Polish 
underground. 

Not long ago notices appeared 
‘saying that, as punishment for 
slack work in the factories, the 
Germans had ordered removal of 
the monument to Kilinski, War- 
saw’s special hero. The next day 
a huge hand-painted notice was 
posted on the monument of Nic- 
Polish 
astronomer. It read: “As punish- 
ment to the Germans for shame- 
less theft of Kilinski’s monument, 
I extend winter on the Russian 
front for another three months. 
Signed—Copernicus.” 

On the last anniversary of Po- 
land’s national day, May 3, the 
German broadcast of news was 
suddenly interrupted with the 
playing of the Polish anthem— 
“Poland has not perished." 


$6,744,058 MORE ALLOTTED 
FOR CADET NURSE TRAINING 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP).— 
Allotment of $6,744,058 to 112 ad- 
ditional schools of nursing to train 
12,620 student nurses in the VU. 8. 
Cadet Nurses training program 
was announced today by Dr. 
Thomas Parran, surgeon general of 
the U. S. Public Health Service. 

Dr, Parran said the allotment to- 
day brings the total fund ear- 
marked for nurses’ training to 
$27,492,231, distributed among 415 
schools of nursing. The schools 
will train 61,480 student nurses, of 
whom 24,309 are new recruits and 
27,171 are second and third year 
students already in training. The 
Cadet Nurse Corps funds provide 
tuition, fees, maintenance, uni- 
forms and a monthly allowance 
for the nurse cadets. 

Miss Lucile Petry, director of 
nurse education of the Public 
Health Service said the program 
will continue to expand and said 
the corps will need at least 65,000 
new nurse-trainees present fiscal 
year. Allotments today included 
hospitals in Illinois and in Inde- 
pendence, Mo.

In Russia, the bulk of the Ger- 
man army was staggering back- 
ward to the Dnieper along the 
whole front from Smolensk to the 
sea, its strength sapped by with- 
drawal of much land and air power 
to meet Allied threats In Italy, the 
Balkans, Southern France and 
from Britain. 


The Caucasus, the Crimea and 
even the massive bulge of the 
Dnieper plateau within the eastern 
bend of the great river above the 
Black Sea seem certain to fall soon 
into Russian hands again. The 
Nazi-Russian front in the south 
was rolling backward daily, closer 
to the Balkans and their waver- 
ing Nazi satellite governments, 

That lends special significance to 
one paragraph of the President’s 
message to Congress. 


“We have reliable infoemation 
that there is definite unrest and a 
growing desire for peace among 
the peoples of these gatellite coun- 
tries—Rumania, Hungary, Finland 
and Bulgaria,” he said. “We hope 
that in these nations the spirit of 
revolt against Nazi domination 
which commenced in Italy will 
burst into flame and become a con- 
suming fire.”

“The ocean liner Conte di Savoia, 
which had prepared to leave its 
anchorage outside Venice and sail 
for an unknown destination on 
Sept. 12 was prevented from doing 
so owing to~- bombs dropped from 
German planes,” said the broad- 
cast. It did not disclose whether 
the vessel was sunk.

ASIC English, that streamlined 
850 - word language which 
Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill advocated in his speech | 
at Harvard University Sept. 6, has 
thrown the English public into the 
thick of a controversial discussion. 
The idea of basic English is to 
pack fundamentals of the language | 
into less than a thousand words, 
which can be learned quickly and 
which would give a workable com- 
mon language throughout the 
world, and break down the barriers 
of colonial illiteracy. 


Britishers have been airing their 
ideas on this potential language of 
the future in letters to the London 
Times and the Daily Telegraph. 
The letters come from the rarefied 
atmosphere of London’s Athen- 
aeum Club as well as from the 
highbrow cloistered halls of Ox- 
ford and Cambridge. 


Mostly they take what is known 
here as a “dim view,” with the

That heavy casualties were in- 
curred, as President Roosevelt told 
Congress, was probably due pri- 
marily to the fact that the Allied 
landings were deferred until the 
armistice with the Italian Govern- 
ment was concluded. 

When Mussolini fell at the end 
of July, it is likely that there were 
not three German divisions in. 
Italy. But the Germans moved | 
swiftly, anticipating the conse- 
quences of the Fascist collapse. 
Within a fortnight, German troops 
were reported crossing the Bren- 
ner Pass. Within a further three 
weeks, it was officially estimated 
that the Germans had 20 divisions 
in Italy. But the bulk of those 
divisions were in the north and it | 
probably was not believed that the 
Germans would risk moving them 
south of Rome because of the vul- 
nerability of communications, 


Ready to Go Aug. 29. 

On Aug. 29, Eisenhower told cor- 
respondents at headquarters “We 
are ready to go any minute.” But 
he did not go until Sept. 3, the 
day the armistice was signed at 
advanced headquarters in Sicily. 

Certainly it was the calculation 
that by waiting until an absolute 
guarantee was obtained the Allies 
would not meet Italian opposition 
at Salerno and casualties would be 
avoided. Actually the reverse 
proved true. Naples was the ob- 
vious objective for the Allies and 
Salerno Gulf the obvious area for 
a beachhead, The only outcome of 
armistice negotiations, so far as a 
landing was concerned, was the 
substitution of first-class German 
divisions for disspirited Italian 
coastal defense forces. | 

Further, it was seemingly an Al- 
lied calculation that Premier Ba- 
doglio’s forces would deny Rome 
to the enemy long enough to pre- 
vent German forces from _ being 
transferred down the wes coast 
by railway. 

This calculation was also wrong. 
As a result the United States Fifth 
Army, trying to establish itself 
during the most dangerous phase 
of the landing operation, found it-| 
self confronted by the Nazi Fif-| 
teenth, Sixteenth and Twenty-sixth | 
Panzer and Twenty-ninth Motor 
and the Hermann Goering Divi- 
sions—the two latter reconstituted 
since the destruction of the Twen- 
ty-ninth in Stalingrad and the 
Goering in North Africa. 

Cost Questioned. 

This force, which the Allied in- 
vaders succeeded in holding off 
with the aid of tremendous naval 
bombardment and air support 
under the most difficult circum- 
stances, probably constitutes the 
bulk of the enemy’s armor in Italy.

the nations to prevent war. 


Mgr. Ryan will be remembered 
by Post-Dispatch readers as the 
author of an article in the “What 
Are We Fighting For” series, in 
which he advocated the death pen- 
alty for Hitler, Mussolini and the 
other arch-conspirators of the Axis 
powers. He developed the thesis 
of that article—the obligation laid 
on the nations by the moral law— 
in an address at Columbia Uni- 
vetsity, New York, before the Con- 
ference on Science, Philosophy 
and Religion. 

Mgr. Ryan’s position on sover- 
eignty contrasts significantly with 
that taken—on the face of the 
language—by the resolution adopt- 
ed at the recent Republican Post- 
war Advisory Council session at 
Mackinac Island. The resolution 
was for “co-operative organization 
among sovereign nations.” That is 
a form of words that requires in- 
terpretation. What does “sov- 
ereign” mean? It meant one thing 
to Gov. Donnell of Missouri, for 
example, and quite another thing 
to those who subscribe to the in- 
ternationalist views of, say, Wen- 
dell Willkie or former Gov. Stas- 
gen. 

Difference Glossed Over. 

The difference was glossed ov&r 
by the Mackinac conference for the 
sake of party harmony. Senator 
Vandenberg conceded in reply to a 
question that “sovereignty pos- 
sesses in itself the right to part 
with any portion of it by its own 
act of self-determination.” The def- 
inition satisfied, for the moment, 
those who would have gone fur- 
ther than the resolution. But it did 
not settle a deep-seated controversy 
in the Republican party—and the 
nation. 

Gov. Donnell’s opinion, in ap- 
proval of some co-operative ar- 
rangement that will “preserve the 
sovereignty of our nation and its 
constitutional rights,” may be ac- 
cepted as typical of the opinion of 
a large, and perhaps the prevail- 
ing, school of thought in his party. 

The issue is being joined, in the 
Republican party and in the nation. 

The n Stated. 

All dialectics aside, the question 
is whether effective co-operation 
for peace requires the United 
States to delegate some portion of 
its national authority to the au- 
thority of a world organization. 

Mgr. Ryan's position accords es- 
sentially with that of the interna- 
tionalists — for want of a better 
tag—at Mackinac, as contrasted 
with the position of the Tafts, 
Vandenbergs and Donnells. His 
views are important because of his 
place in the Catholic hierarchy, 
and he states them with his ac- 
customed vigor. 

Arguing for a legislative organ 
as an indispensable part of a world 
organization, he said to his New 
York audience: 

“How much law-making power 
should be entrusted to the interna- 
tional legislature? Obviously not 
enough to usurp any of the domes- 
tic functions of the national parlia- 
ments. In other words, the world 
legislature should deal only with 
those matters that affect mor: 
than one nation, the relations be- 
tween one and another and their 
common welfare. Of course, this 
would require the co-operating 
states to surrender some degree of 
the pagan thing called sovereignty. 
Bo be it. 

The Alternative. 

“The alternative is the persist- 
ence of nationalism and internal 
anarchy; also international dissen- 
sion, hatred and war. Calm con- 
sideration of the terrible price 
which the world would pay for a 
continuation of these conditions, 
compels the conclusion that effec- 
tive international co-operation de- 
serves to be given a fair trial. It 
has never yet had such a trial.” 

Mgr. Ryan, arguing from his 
conception of the requirements of 
moral law, laid down two general 
propositions: first, that the inter- 
national organization should have 
greater scope and power than the 
League Nations, but should not 
attempt exercise all the powers 
of a unitary super-state; second, 
that all the individual states must 
surrender to the world organiza- 
tion “a considerable degree of na- 
tional sovereignty.” 

“With regard to the latter prop- 
osition,” he continued, “we may 
say that the concept of national 
sovereignty, as invented by Jean 
Bodin and expanded by Hobbes, 
Rousseau and John Austin, has 
been an evil thing for political 
science and ethical values. It has 
promoted the heresy that states are 
above the moral law and fostered 
a sort of jingoistic idolatry of the 
term soVereignty itself. The prev- 
alence of this idolatry among our 
people is a serious obstacle to ra- 
tional .consideration of proposals 
for political world organization.” 

3 Elements Called Essential. 

Three elements were seen by 
Mgr. Ryan as essential to an effec- 
tive world organization: a court, 
a police force and a legislative- 
administrative council. 

The Mackinac resolution spoke 
vaguely of the need for “organized 
justice in a free world.” Mgr. 
Ryan, having no political exigen- 
cies to consider, came out for a 
world court, and recalled the long 
effort, under both Democratic and 


Republican auspices, .to take the 
United States into such a court. 
He cited the final failure of the 
effort, by a few votes, in the Sen- 
ate in 1935. “In their campaign to 
bring about that result,” said “the 
plain-speaking priest, “the isola- 
tionists reached a new low in po- 
litical ignorance and partisan trick- 
ery.” 

The second arm or element of 
an international organization, he 
continued, was the one that pro- 
voked the greatest amount of 
skenticism and flippancy. Objec- 
tors to a world police force asked 
whether American fathers and 
mothers would ever consent to 
have their sons put down petty 
wars in the Balkans, China or 
Uganda. Such extreme illustra- 
tions, said Mgr. Ryan, presented a 
false picture. 

In the first place, t!'~ interna- 
tional’ police force would consist 
of the nationals of many lands: in 
the second place, acts «<f aggres- 
sion by one state against another 
could be made extremely rare 
through the use of economic boy- 
cotts and embargoes; finally, 
“most of the policing would be 
performed by the battleship and 
the airplane bomber, rather than 
the soldier’s rifle or the patrol- 
man’s night stick.” 


Ball-Hatch-Burton-Hill Plan. 

Mgr. Ryar. thought the Ball- 
Hatch-Burton-Hill resolution, now 
pending in the Senate, was in- 
adequate becauss of its failure ex- 
plicitly to call for an administra- 
tive-legislative arm of the proposed 
world organization. It was true, 
he said, that some of the lan- 
guage of the resolution could be 
construed as advocating such an 
arm, “but the reserve and caution 
exhibited by the resolution in this 
respect are a testimony to the hesi- 
tation with which practical men 
approach the question of an in- 
ternational legislature.” 

He regarded a legislative organ 
as indispensable. “If,” he argued, 
“the nations are to collaborate to 
prevent wars and to promote in 
other ways their common welfare, 
they will require some rules to de- 
fine the methods and extent of 
their co-operation. The existing 
structure of international law is 
obviously insufficient foi this pur- 
pose. 

“The assumption that a world 
court might take the place of a 
legislative body, through decisions 
rendered and precedents created in 
particular cases, may be forth- 
with dismissed as impracticable 
and undesirable. As we are all 
aware, the great body of rules 
known as the English Common 
Law was created in precisely that 
way, but for various reasons that 
ancient method could not be prof- 
itably adapted to the modern in- 
ternational scene.” 

Addressing himself to the eco- 
momic phases of postwar recon- 
struction, Mgr. Ryan declared that 
“as the social element in ownership 
takes precedence, in some situa- 
tions, over the individual element, 
so the common right of mankind 
to the natural resources of a par- 
ticular country is sometimes su- 
perior to the right of the country’s 
inhabitants.” 

“Undoubtedly,” he added, “the 
practical application of this prin- 
ciple is very difficult, but the prin- 
ciple itself is incontestible. To rec- 
ognize it is the first step toward 
an effective solution of the prob- 
lem of the ‘have’ and ‘have not’ 
nations,” " 

Tariff Question. 


As to the tariff question: “The 
whole system of protective tariffs 
ought to be drastically revised 
everywhere, All high tariff rates 
should be promptly and considera- 
bly reduced. In those countries 
whose resources are too meager to 
support their population without 
some kind of artificial stimulus, 
the tariffs should be supplanted 
by subsidies. 
would promote the common good 
and social justice.” 

The present restrictive immigra- 
tion policies of the United States 
were declared by Mgr. Ryan to be 
morally unjustifiable. “With our 
falling birthrate, our immense nat- 
ural, industrial and technological 
resources, we could admit at least 
one million immigrants a year, 
concurrently with a greater in- 
crease in the national income than 
in the national population.” 

Summing up, Mgr. Ryan said 
that religion must be the ultimate 
foundation of an enduring peace, 
“because it is the foundation and 
interpreter of the moral law, which 
is the immediate basis of a just 
and enduring peace.” : 

‘Is some degree of national sov- 
ereignty to be surrendered in the 
interest of “a just and enduring 
peace”? 

That is the great question forth- 
rightly posed by Mgr. Ryan. The 
question was dodged hy the Re- 
publicans at Mackinac. It cannot 
continue to be evaded with double- 
talk. It will be in the nominating 
campaigns of both parties, in the 
presidentiial election campaign, in 
the postwar debates over world 
reconstruction.

War Brings Mexico 


Promise of Full

discriminations which Foreign Min- 
ister Padilla charged were oc- 
curing “daily” in the Lone Star 
State. Texas officials, sorely 
pressed for labor, set up a special 
commission to study the problem. 

Many of these Mexican workers 
have been earning as much as $50 
and $60 a week in these emergency 
American jobs, more money than 
they had seen in six months or a 
year before. They wear shoes, sleep 
in a bed, eat nourishing meals and 
get free medical care and insur- 
ance, 


Their most probable reaction 
when they get back to their miser- 
ably poor corn fields will be dis- 
content. On paper the Mexican 
Government has plans to center 
them in modernized agricultural 
communities, lend and sell them 
farm machinery and encourage 
them to increase the crops. Mex- 
ico’s internal economy is based on 
agriculture but now it doesn’t pro- 
duce enough to feed itself. 

A serious hitch in this plan*de- 
veloped when the United States, 
busy with other things, failed to 
provide the machinery. That sit- 
uation is being slowly adjusted. 
What the social ramifications of 
the project will be, nobody can 
safely say. 

Besides soldiers and workers and 
henequen fiber, Mexico’s war ma- 
terials include a score of other 
things, mostly strategic metals. The 
estimate has been made that more 
than 1,250,000 tons of war goods 
will be shipped to the United 
States this year. Mexico furnishes 
important quantities of mahogany 
and pine, guayule for synthetic 
rubber, alcohol, explosives, chick 
peas and vegetable oils. These 
things are purchased through or by 
the United States Government, 


Wartime inflation has brought 
hunger and privation throughout 
Mexico, but its capital city is an 
island of extravagance, a situa- 
tion for which Americans come 
in for blame. Mexico’s economic 
plight and how it is being 
tackled by President Avila Ca-

the taxation of this type of prop- 
erty are open and notorious, They 
may be reached only by invoking 
the criminal law and this is not 
done. 

Each year approximately $125, 
000,000 of money is withdrawn 
from deposits in banks in St. Louis 
alone just before June 1, the as- 
sessment date, to escape the tax. 
It usually goes into short-term in- 
vestments and goes back on de- 
posit shortly after June 1, the ac- 
tual change amounting in many in- 
stances to little more than book- 
keeping entries in banks. 

The total amount of such prop- 
erty held in the State is not as- 
certainable, but it must amount to 
several billion dollars. Bank de- 
posits alone, as reported by the 
United States Bureau of Census in 
its last published report, total $1,- 
587,143,000 and they probably ex- 
ceed that amount today. 

Included in this subject also is 
the serious question of the unfairr 
ness of the present Constitutional 
provision which results in double 
taxation of property which is mort- 
gaged. Strictly construed, the law 
requires that the person holding 
title to real estate shall pay a tax 
on the value of the property. It 
also requires that the holder of a 
mortgage on the property shall pay 
a tax on the amount of the mort- 
gage. Thus, property valued at 
$10,000 on which there is a $5000 
mortgage actually would be taxed 
on $15,000. There have been sug- 
gestions that a property owner 
should be permitted to deduct the 
amount of the mortgage from the 
valuation of his property for taxa- 
tion purposes, 

All Attempts Have Failed. 

Attempts have been made, un- 
successfully, both through legisla- 
tion and through suggestions for 
constitutional amendments, to 
bring about a change in the system 
of taxing intangible property in the 
belief that a much larger amount 
of it could be reached for taxation. 
In 1917 the Legislature passed a 
Secured Debts tax law under which 
it was thought this could be ac- 
complished, but the Supreme 
Court, holding tha: the Constitu- 
tion required that all property be 
taxed on the same basis, held the 
law unconstitutional. 

In the last session of the Legis- 
lature an attempt was made to ob- 
tain the passage of a resolution 
submitting a constitutional amend- 
ment to permit the Legislature to 
divide property into different class- 
ifications with power to fix a dif- 
ferent tax ate for each, but it also 
failed, 

As it is, the billions of dollars of 
intangible property shows up to 
the extent of less than $100,000,000 
on the tax books, and yields less 
than $50,000 in state taxes. 

In writing a constitutional provi- 
sion on general state taxation, the 
convention, apparently, must de- 
cide whether separate classifica- 
tions of property at different rates 
of taxation shall be established, or 
whether the present system. under 
which virtually all intangible prop- 
erty escapes taxes shall be re- 
tained, 

There also will arise the question 
whether homesteads, which are not 
revenue-producing for the owner, 
shall be exempted from taxation. 
This has been considered by the 
Legislature several times for pos- 
sible submission as a proposed 
amendment to the Constitution, but 
has not received favorable action. 

An apparent “myst” for the con- 
vention will be a provision to le- 
galize State appropriations for re- 
lief and for aid to dependent chil- 
dren. Each session of the Legis- 
lature appropriations have been 
made for these purposes in direct 
violation of the Constitution, the 
total in the past 10 years being 
$45,700,000, 

The Legislature is specifically 
prohibited by the present Consti- 
tution from making any grant of 
money to any individual or asso- 
ciation of individuals, a prohibition 
which is violated by the relief and 
children’s aid allotments, There 
can be no question that the duty 
of making these allotments will 
be a continuing State obligation. 
The Constitution should make 
them legal. 

An expansion of the present 
powers of the Governor to permit 
him to shift appropriations when 
emergencies arise is also a matter 
which may come to the attention 
of the convention. If the present 
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system of biennial sessions of the 


for Convention 


Legislature is retained, it might 
be advisable to confer such pow- 
er on the Governor, it being im- 
— for the Legislature to 
oresee two years ahead just what 
crises will arise. 
Bar on State Borrowing. 

A prohibition of the present Con- 
stitution against borrowing money 
to meet emergencies has resulted 
in evasions of the law in several 
State administrations, and several 
times has. necessitated costly spe- 
cial sessions of the Legislature. 
Twenty-five years ago Gov. Gard- 
ner, who inherited a _ $5,000,000 
State deficit from his predeces- 
sor’s administration, borrowed sev- 
eral million dollars to balance the 
budget; and on a number of occa- 
sions money to meet State payrolls 
has been advanced by banks, either 
by discounting State warrants or 
merely paying them and holding 
them until State funds were avall- 
able to meet them. 

Yet the Constitution provides 
that the State’s credit shall not be 
pledged, except in case of: public 
calamity, and not then to the 
amount of more than $250,000, un- 
less the proposal shall be approved 
by popular vote. 

The need for liberalization of the 
constitutional restrictions on tax 
rates of counties, municipalities 
and schoo] districts has been ap- 
parent for many years. These sub- 
divisions of the Government fre- 
quently have been hampered by 
present provisions. 


now tax property not to exceed 50 


poses, and those having a valuation 
in the excess of $30,000,000 are lim- 
ited to a rate of not more than 35 
cents. School districts consisting of 
cities of more than 100,000 popula- 
tion may levy not to exceed 60 
cents for school purposes, or $1 
when voted by. a majority of the 
taxpaying citizens, and other dis- 
tricts may levy not to exceed A0 
cents, or 65 cents when voted. In 
addition, they may vote an addi- 
tional tax for building purposes. ° 

These restrictions have worked 
a particular hardship on many 
counties, especially in the Ozark 
region of low land values, where 
more than a million acres have 
been acquired by the Federal Gov- 
ernment for national forests, the 
land so taken being no longer sub- 
ject to taxation. For instances, 
Carter County, one of the smaller 
Ozark counties, has a tax revenue 
of less than $18,000 a year, and yet 
under present laws is required to 
maintain about the same sort of 
county organization that big and 
rich St. Louis County does. 

Evasions and Violations. 

Many evasions and downright 
violations,of the Constitution have 
been practiced by many school dis- 
tricts to obtain sufficient revenue 
to operate their schools, being un- 
able to do so under the Constitu- 
tional limitations. The customary 
practice has been to vote money 
for a school building fund and 
then, instead of erecting buildings, 
to use the money for general 
school purposes. 

A year ago it became necessary 
for the submission of a Constitu- 
tional amendment to permit the 
University City schools to operate, 
the then legal tax rate being in- 
sufficient. An amendment applying 
only to St. Louis County, permit- 
ting an additional $1 to be voted, 
was adopted. 

In the realm of municipal taxa- 
tion, which has been considered in 
a. separate article of this series, 
there is a hodge-podge of authori- 
zation governing bond issues, with 
many different provisions as to the 
majorities required for voting 
bonds in cities of different sizes. 

The subject of finances, and 
state, county, municipal and school 
district taxation, will be a trouble- 
some one for this convention, just 
as it was for the convention of 
1875, which wrote the present Con- 
stitution, and calls for deep study 
and the use of the best expert ad- 
vice obtainable. 

The convention will have the ad- 
vantage of exhaustive research 
into the whole subject of public 
financing by the Governmental Re- 
search Institute of St. Louis, which 
has nearing completion a factual 
report on its findings. Its experts 
will be available for consultation by 
delegates*to the convention.

FSA’s major objective in recent 
years has been to restore tenant 
farmers to independence on their 
own farms—to rehabilitate farm 
families threatened with economic 
catastrophe. The steady trend of 
recent years has been away from 
small farm ownership and toward 
increasing tenancy. Large farm 
units have become larger. The 
small farmer has found it increas- 
ingly difficult to compete with the 
big farmer, 


As part of the program to give 
the small farmer a better break, 
FSA initiated loans to co-opera- 
tive associations and permitted 
farmer-borrowers to use a portion 
of their FSA loan to join a co-op. 
Small groups were thus enabled 
to buy a harrow or a tractor or 
some other piece of essential farm 
machinery, Larger associations 
were given loans to buy a grain 
terminal or a sweet potato starch 
factory to help market their pro- 
duce. 


During the past year Congress

though it is still possible to make 
loans to small unincorporated 
groups. 

FSA’s Major Objective. 

FSA has vigorously defended the 
rehabilitation loan program. More 
than 1,000,000 farm families have 
received loans. FSA employes in 
the field have worked closely with 
them in their attempt to re-estab- 
lish independence. Thus far more 
than 250,000 families have repaid 
their FSA loans in full. A much 
larger proportion have repaid 
amounts due with total collections 
running better than 90 per cent

Court’ Plea Drafted for 
Transfer of Two From 
Federal Prison at 
Springfield.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Sept. 18.— 
Attorneys for the American Civil 
Liberties Union are preparing a 
habeas corpus petition in behalf of 
two conscientious objectors, now 
confined at the United States Med- 
ical Center for Federal Prisoners 


here, where, it is alleged, they have 
been mistreated. 

Roger N. Baldwin, girector of 
the Civil Liberties Union, told the 
Post-Dispatch the petition would 
allege that they had been subjected 
to cruel and unusual punishment, 
and that there was nothing to jus- 
tify their detention in “an institu- 
tion for mental patients.” 

The cause of these two con- 
scientious objectors, Stanley Mur- 
phy and Lewis Taylor, both of 
New York, has been taken up by 
various pacificist and liberal or- 
ganizations in the Kast. 

As a result, James V, Bennett, 
director of the United States Bu- 
reau of Prisons, recently sent a 
committee here to investigate. The 
committee agreed that charges 
that the men had been psysically 
abused had not been substantiat- 
ed, but two of the three members 
found fault with the treatment 
accorded the men in prison. 

Members of the committee were 
Austin H. MacCormick, executive 
director of the Osborne Associa- 
tion, a prison reform’ group; 
Charles W. Palmer, representing 
the American Friends (Quaker) 
Service Committee, and Dr. M. R. 
King, medical director of the 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice. 

Men Put in “Strip Cells.” 

MacCormick and Palmer were 
the committee members who crit- 
icised the treatment of the pris- 
oners, basing the complaint on 
their confinement in “strip cells” 
which Dr. Evan W. Thomas of 
New York, chairman of the War 
Resisters’ League, describes as 
“punishment vastly worse than 
physical violence, representing a 
shocking degradation and abuse 
of authority.” 

Bennett reported the men were 
confined in such cells for one week 
as punishment for their refusal 
to perform the duties expected of 
prisoners and for undermining the 
discipline of the institution by 
urging other prisoners not to 
work, 

“Strip cells,” which were exam- 
ined by this reporter, are com- 
pletely barren tile-walled and ce- 
ment-floored cells, containing what 
Bennett describes as an “oriental” 
type of toilet found in mental hos- 
pitals. This is a fixture sunk in 
the floor which can be flushed 
only by a guard from outside the 
cell. 

Prisoners assigned to such cells 
are stripped of all clothing and 
have a mattress only at night. 
There is no table, chair or other 
item of furniture in the cell at 
any time. The cells are scrupu- 
lously clean, well lighted and venti- 
lated. 

Palmer, in his report on the 
treatment of Murphy and Taylor, 
considered that a mistake was 
made by the prison authorities in 
assigning them to strip cells after 
their refusal to work. MacCor- 
mick, too, “disagreed with the 
wisdom” of resorting to the strip 
cells, holding it would have been 
wiser to deal with the prisoners in 
such a way as not to stiffen their 
resistance, in the hope that the 
professionally trained staff of the 
prison would gradually get them 
into a more co-operative frame of 
mind. Dr. King, the third mem- 


Act and have been properly sen- 
tenced to prison. The Civil Liber- 
ties Union director told the Post- 
Dispatch that question would not 
be raised in its habeas corpus ac- 
tion. The court will be asked, not 
to release the men, but to transfer 
them to some other place of cus- 
tody. There are those, however, 
who hold the extreme view that 
Murphy and Taylor are unjustly 
and illegally imprisoned. 

Both were classified by their 
draft boards as conscientious ob- 
jectors and were exempted from 
military service. They were re- 
quired, however, to go to camps for 
conscientious objectors to engage 
in useful civilian activities not con- 
nected with the war. Both took 
the position that this was “slavery” 
or “forced labor,” and, after a time, 
both deserted camp. They were at 
that time at a camp near Elmira, 
Subsequently both were arrested 
and were convicted of violating the 
Selective Service Act in the United 
States District Court at Buffalo, 
N. Y. No appeal was taken from 
their sentences of two and a half 
years in prison. They were at first 
assigned to the Federal Correc- 
tional Institution at Danbury, 


Conn. 
82-Day Hunger Strike. 
There they entered on a hun- 


ger strike, refusing all food. Aft- 
er. 17 days they were forcibly fed, 
and these tube feedings continued 
daily until the men voluntarily, 


after 82 days, ended their fast. 
They were then offered paroles. 
Murphy, who had expressed a wish 
to work with young boys, was of- 
fered a position with an orphanage 
in Iowa, operated by th. Quakers; 
Taylor had wantec to be a medi- 
cal technician, and a place was 
found for him in a hospital in 
Wisconsin. The paroles were 6ub- 
ject to their acceptance of these 
places on the same basis of com- 
pensation as prevailed for men in 
conscientious objectors’ camps. 
Both tentatively accepted, and then 
refused the paroles, and threat- 
ened another hunger strike. 


Neither had fully recovered from 
the effect of the first hunger 
strike, and it was then that they 
were transferred from Danbury to 
Springfield. Bennett has reported 
that while there was evidence of 
personality abnormalities, along 
with their weakened physical con- 
dition as a result of the fast, the 
authoriti at Springfield were in- 
formed that the men were not to 
be considered as psychotic, or in 
punishment status. Only about 
half. of the prisoner-patients here 
are regarded as “mental cases.” 

Followers of Murphy and Tay- 
lor make much of the statement 
that the men were not psychotic 
or on punishment status in view 
of the circumstance that the strip 
cells in which they were confined 
for a time are used, ordinarily, 


only for violently insane prison-

Beaten, Prisoner Says. 

The charge that the. prisoners 
had been physically abused rested 
on a statement made by Murphy 
in a letter smuggled out of the 
prison through his mother, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Murphy, when she 
visited him last month, 

He had been ordered to clean a 
shower stall in the cell block in 
which he was confined, and. re- 
fused. He said three guards at- 
tempted to force him to do so. 

“The first blow to the jaw must 
have dazed me,” Murphy wrote, 
“for the next thing I knew one 
man had both his arms around my 
neck and choked and dragged me 
around the floor while another 
kept hitting me in the stomach.” 
Murphy’s letter contained also the 
statement that he had been told 
by another prisoner that Taylor, 
confined in another cel] block, had 
been “beaten badly.” 

This reporter was not per- 
mitted to talk with either prisoner, 
but the investigating committee 
did and its report ignores the hear- 
say charge that Taylor had been 
beaten. Dr. O. H. Cox, warden of 
the prison, told the reporter Taylor 
had made no complaint of being 
beaten. The three members of the 
committee agreed there was no evi- 
dence to substantiate Murphy’s 
charge that he had been beaten. 
If some incident of the sort he 
described occurred, whatever in- 
juries he may have received were 
not sufficient to require medical 
attention.

ers. In this instance the cells were 
used for punishment. 

It needs to be said here that the 
Springfield institution operates on 
a system of graduated “privileges” 
as a means of enforcing discipline, 
and that, as Palmer pointed out, 
it uses work as a method of ther- 
apy. Confinement in the strip 
cell, of course, represents the last 
word in revocation of “privileges.” 
For lesser offenses a man might 
be denied the use of tobacco, or 
access to the library, or placed on 
a restricted diet, or refused per- 
mission to attend motion pictures 
or soft ball games which are pro- 
vided for the prisoners, 


Murphy and Taylor have now 
been removed to medical wards 
where they’ have all the privileges 
of other prisoners, but are not re- 
quired to work. Murphy has re- 
mained adamant in his refusal to 
work, but Taylor recently has 
been helping to operate the linen 
room in his ward, 

Murphy, 30 years old, was an ap- 
prentice airplane mechanic and 
writer of prose and verse for lib- 
eral publications before his arrest. 
Taylor, 25, was a substitute letter 
carrier, They did not know each 
other until they met in the camp 
for conscientious objectors at El- 
mira, N. Y.

ITH more and more people taking to the streetcars as 
W a mode of travel these days, a few words about the eti- 

quette of trolley travel might not be amiss at this time.

Final Payment From Grandfather's Estate ‘Due This 
Month—Personal Fortune, Second Only to Ford's, 
Probably Couldn't Be Duplicated Under Present Laws

THE 56-ROOM GEORGIAN MANSION ON FIELD'S 2000-ACRE

NEW YORK, Sept. 18. 

HE wealth of Marshall Field 

III, which has come to him in 

hop, skip and jump installments 
from his grandfather’s estate, is a 
personal fortune second only to 
Henry Ford’s. It probably could 
never be duplicated under exist- 
ing tax laws. 

The residuary estate, which 
Field will receive on his fiftieth 
birthday, Sept. 28, is valued be- 
tween 70 million dollars and 75 
million dollars. He already has 
drawn 93 million dollars since 
Marshal Field I, died in 1906, so 
that the entire inheritance will 
reach a sum close to 175 million 
dollars. 

On his forty-fifth birthday in 
1938 he received one-half of the 
net income accumulated up to that 
time, amounting to 46 mill dol- 
lars. From the other half of the 
net income, one-third bounced 
along when he reached 30; an- 


other payment at 35, and another 


at 40. Between the ages of 40 and 
50 he continued to receive income 
from the remaining one-half. 

Field will not have to worry 
about the Federal inheritance tax 
because such levies were not on 
the statute books when his grand- 
father died in 1906. The 46 million 
dollars he drew in 1938 was subject 
only to minor Illinois imposts. 

As an example of how the Field 
fortune would be depleted under 
present Federal inheritance taxes, 
a rough estimate of the Research 
Institute of America shows that 


the graduated tax on 100 million 


dollars, for instance, would amount 
to more than 60 million dollars, 
the 77 per cent maximum on all 
over 10 million dollars being re- 
duced somewhat by other tax cred- 
its. 

(The maximum inheritance tax 


rate in Illinois is 14 per cent on 


all over $500,000 and New York 
has a maximum rate of 20 per cent 
on all over 10 million dollars. 
What these levies could total 
would depend on the location of 
the Field properties. But even 
these taxes may have only minor 
effect on the field fortune.) 

Some estates in America go be- 
yond Field’s but they are not per- 
sonal fortunes. The Rockefeller 
interests, for example, with their 
indirect holdings, have been esti- 
mated as high as $2,500,000,000. 
Then there are the Harknesses, 
with $800,000,000; the Whitneys, 
with $750,000,000, and the Bakers, 
with $500,000,000 estimated fortunes, 
to mention only a few. 

x * * 

IELD’S main interests always 
F have centered in Chicago where 

most of his money is invested. 
The fortune 
merchandising ‘and had its roots 
also in Lake Michigan shore mud 
on which Chicago’s business dis- 
trict stands. So, most of the money 
is tied up in Chicago land and 
buildings. 

The elder Field left a fortune 
valued at $120,000,000. He disposed 
of it in a 22,000-word will, so iron- 
clad that it all but strait-jacketed 
the fortune for more than 30 
years.” Marshall Field II had died 
and the beneficiaries were the 
two grandsons, Marshall III, then 
12 years old, and Henry, 10. Two 
trust funds were set up, one for 
$72,000,000, or three-fifths of the 
estate, for Marshall and $48,000,000, 
or two-fifths, for Henry. In 1917 
Henry died and his share reverted 
to Marshall. 

The first large enterprise to 
draw on the fortune, the white- 
marbled Field Museum of Natural 
History on the Chicago lake front, 
which still stands as a monument 
to the family, was established with 
an initial donation of $1,000,000 by 
the elder Field, supplemented by 
an $8,000,000 grant in the will. De- 
spite the generous endowment, the 
present Field has contributed 
large sums to meet annual defi- 
cits. At his suggestion, the mu- 
seum’s name is to be changed to 
the Chicago Museum of Natural 
History. 

The trustees made widely di- 
vergent investments, operating 
within the limitations of the Illi- 
nois trust laws. They sought to 
improve property under their con- 
trol and at the suggestion of the 


present Field, one of the trus- 
tees, they engaged in one of the 
first large-scale, privately-financed 
slum clearance and medium-cost 
housing projects in the world, 
erecting the Marshall Field Gar- 
den Apartments in Chicago in 
1928. 

Field real estate blossomed 
further, even during the depres- 
sion, with the erection of the 44- 
story Field Building on South 
LeSalle street at a cost of $20,- 
000,000. Other large structures 
are the 38&story Pittsfield Build- 
ing, named for Pittsfield, Mass., 
where the grandfather received his 
first business training, and the 22- 
story Conway Building, named for 
Conway, Mass., near where the 
elder Field was born on Aug. 18, 
1834. 

Field no longer has control of 
the Chicago department store— 
cradle of the Field fortune. All 
but a 10 per cent voting interest 
was sold by the trustees of the es- 
tate in 1917. He is a director of 
Marshall Field & Co., but takes no 
part in the management. 
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IELD established his own in- 
F vestment banking firm of 

Field, Glore & Co., and in 1921 
he moved to New York to open an 
office of his firm. But in’ 1935 he 
retired from the partnership to 
devote more time to his estate and 
those interests in which he be- 


lieved his wealth would be more 


constructive. 

Years ago he pald $1,500,000 for 
2000 acres at Lloyds Neck on Long 
Island and built a 56-room Geor- 
gian house on it. He also built a 
$1,000,000 mansion in Manhattan. 
When he was divorced from his 
first wife in 1930 he is said to have 
settled an annual income of $1,000,- 
000 on her and to have thrown in 
the town house to boot.

Such a 
weight loss causes disappear- 
ance of the underlying fat and 
leaves the skin without suffi- 
cient support, and wrinkling 
and sagging of the skin may 
occur, Avoid squinting, or eye- 
strain; nearsightedness, un- 
compensated for by glasses, 
may result in fine wrinkles 
about the eyes.

The skin should be kept soft 
and supple by the application 
of oily creams if it tends to be 
dry. Apply -at night, especially 
around the eyes, with a gentle 
upward and outward motion. 
Avoid too much rubbing of the 
skin as this may have an un- 
desirable stretching action. 
Gentle tapping with the fingers 
may improve the circulation 
and tone of the underlying 
facial muscles. 

Harsh cosmetics should never 
be used. All preparations should 
have a softening action. As- 
tyingents may have some tem- 
pa tightening effect but 
may be too drying for the thin, 
easy-to-wrinkle skin. Use only 
mild pure soap on the face. 

Some _ girls. apply adhesive 
tape at night across the line of 
the wrinkles, smoothing out the 
skin first. This may be of 
some benefit where a habitual

He apparently 
is not disturbed by the fact that 
the paper continues to operate at a 
loss and he still retires the def- 
icits. The losses, however, are be- 
ing “considerably reduced,” a 
spokesman says. 

More recently he founded ‘the 
Chicago Sun challenging the morn- 
ing newspaper field in that city 
and carrying on his support of 
President Roosevelt which he start- 
ed on PM. 

Continuing the interest in hous- 
ing which had its inception in Chi- 
cago slum clearance, Field set out 
to study conditions of homeless 
children in New York and to do 
something about them. No one 
knows how much money he has 
spent on housing improvements 
and social welfare. He is publicity 
shy and, if there is recognition, 
he wants it on merit, not money 
or name. The greater part of his 
philanthropy has been directed to- 
ward making children happy. 


He does things that all social. 


workers have dreamed of doing if 
they had a million dollars. 

As chairman of the United States 
Committee for the Care of Euro- 
pean Children, he was active in 
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grimace or scowl causes the 
furrow.

Many summer’s-end colds are 
winding up with complicating 
sinusitis. When there is an 
acute head cold or influenza, 
germs may spread into one or 
more of the sinuses and cause 
infection there. Chronically in- 
fected adenoids and tonsils have 
much to do with causing sinus 
trouble. 


The sinuses are little hollow 
spaces or “rooms” connected by 
small passageways with the 
cavities of the nose, They serve 
as sound boxes or resonators; 
if they are blocked the voice 
has a different sound. When 
the sinuses become blocked, 
headaches may occur. The pain 
of sinusitis is often located in 
the face—over the brows or 
cheeks, or about the eyes. But 
chronic sinusitis may give rise 
to complaints in other parts of 
the body—as rheumatism or eye 
troubles.

But don’t try to wash out 
your own sinuses, for you can’t; 
so don’t sniff water up your 
nose or take nasal irrigations 
on your own initiative, as you 
May cause a spread of the in- 
fection to other sinuses or to 
the ears and mastoid. Put 
“drops” in your nose only when 
your physician has specifically 
advised it, as over-use of such 
medicines may slow up healing.

You owouldn’t think that 
there’s a right and a wrong way 
to wash the ears, would you? 
But there is. And the right 
method is the one that is not 
too thorough. 


°° & 

The auricle or ear appendage 
may be washed, but stop at the 
ear canal. Don’t attempt to 
clean out the opening that 
leads to the ear drum. All ears 
contain wax, but it doesn’t usu- 
ally, need to be cleaned out. 
This wax is secreted by glands 
in the ear canal and an oily 
secretion helpg it to work to the 
outside where it can be washed 
away. 

Never try to clean or scratch 
the ear canal with a hairpin 
or toothpick or other instru- 
ment. This may pack the wax 
further in or may scratch the 
wall and cause infection. The 
ear drum itself may be rup- 
tured by such objects. A kiss 
or blow on the ear may also 
cause a rupture of the ear 
drum, 

An earache of any kind 
should be investigated by a 
physician, as there may be an 
infection present. Earaches 
may also result from bad teeth, 
from infected sinuses, or other 
disorders. Don’t blow your 
nose too hard when you have 
a cold, as this may force germs 
into the eustachian tube, lead- 
ing from the throat to the jn- 
ner ear. Never put drops into 
your ear without first asking a 
doctor about it. 

Sudden deafness in one ear 
may be due to a plug of wax 
or to an ear infection. There 
is another type of deafness that 
develops gradually and runs in 
families, affecting women espe- 
cially from the ages of 18 to 
30. All cases of deafness should 
be treated by an ear specialist.

P to about 50 years ago, that 

part of the United States which 

was once a part of Spanish- 
America and Mexico—that is, the 
section now known as Western 
Texas and New Mexico—boasted of 
a school of cookery known in no 
other part of this country. It was 
purely Spanish-American with a 
slight. infusion of North American 
inventiveness—but not much. The 
inventiveness came from the “pep 
talks” which folks from the States 
gave to the Spanish-American and 
Indian women who did the cook- 
ing. Aside from these inspirations, 
the cooking was local in the ex- 
treme. 

Today the railroads and the 
automobiles and the Americanized 
grocery stores and the Greek res- 
taurants have pushed these old- 
time dishes into the background, 
but they still exist in their inter- 
esting goodness. Now, with the 
whole of America under war-time 
rations some of these creations are 
undergoing a revival—as well they 
should. There are food flavors in 
some of these dishes which to the 
gourmet are amazing and which to 
the every-day hungry man are 
most satisfying and hearty. 


* 

ONE OF THESE NATIVE 
dishes — Chili con Carne — has, 
somehow or other, made its way 
almost everywhere—so we will 
check it off and go on from there: 

In the fall of the year, when the 
eorn was ripe and hard and dry 
and the up to then lean and active 
hogs had taken on some extra 
corn-fed weight, along the border 
the folks turned to a dish called 
“Posole.” Our own people in other 
parts of this country used to know 
it, and some of them still know it 
as “hog and hominy” only without 
some of the border variations. As 
a wartime dish of sturdy propor- 
tions, calling for few points, by 
all means make for yourself a 
mess of this “posole.” 

en Rid 
Start with certain items on 
your pantry table: two pounds 
of pork, cut into one-inch pieces; 

a No. 1 can of hominy; a can of 

red chili powder; a package of 

marjoram; some bay leaves and 
an onion. 
ef = 


TAKE THE ONION and chop 
not too fine and cook in any cook- 
ing fat, such as bacon drippings, 
unti] the onion starts to turn yel- 
low. Then stir in the pork and fry 
light brown. Then add the No. 1 
can of hominy, about five table- 
spoonsful of chili powder, one-half 
a teaspoonful of marjoram, two 
bay leaves and salt to taste. 

Add enough hot water to cover 
and simmer this mixture for four 
or five hours—or place in an iron 
pot and set in a medium oven. 
The job is to simmer the pork un- 
tilitistender. Maybe fancy meat— 
shop pig pork will soften up 
faster than the border porkers or 
‘grunters, In that event, the dish 
may be ready in as little as two 


hours. 
x « * 

IN THE SPACIOUS days of life 
along the border, the prosperous 
families always had on hand not 
one kind but several kinds of meat 
—pork, chicken, veal, beef—And 
mow and then the cook, in a 
desperate desire to start fresh, took 
all the meat there was, made it 
into a mixture called “Ola Pod- 
rida,” bundled it up in a pastry 
dough and served it forth as a 
fine, full-flavored dish. This was 
the meat pie Stab Mexico way.” 

* 

In this day and age what with 
wartime rationing. we can do the 
same thing but much more eas- 
ily—all we do is go to our trusty 
delicatessen, armed 


and veal or lamb—two pounds of 
meat in all. , 
x * * 

OR OMIT ANY one and substi- 
tute smoked tongue. Now roll the 
meat, cut into small cubes, in flour 
and mix in a teaspoonful of salt, 
and then a pinch of each of the 
following: allspice, cloves, nutmeg 
and cinnamon. Then half a tea- 
spoonful of pepper. 

This mixture now goes into a 
easserole or baking dish which has 
been lined with a rather thick lay- 
er of pastry dough (as for any 
meat pie). Then add broth or wa- 
ter to just cover the meat mixture. 
Place a top of pastry dough over 
all and bake in a medium oven 
about an hour and a half. 

Just before serving, lift a corner 
of the top crust and pour in about 
two ounces of sherry, leaving out 
the sherry if you do not care for 
it. Along the border, the sherry 
was required. 


Frozen Cucumber Relish 


One large or two medium cu- 
cumbers, three tablespoons lemon 
juice, three tablespoons cider vine- 
gar, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
eighth teaspoon white pepper, 
speck of cayenne, 16 marshmal- 
lows, one teaspoon onion juice, two 
ege whites. 

Pee] cucumber and grate enough 
to make one and three-quarters 
cups of pulp. Combine with all the 
seasonings, mixing well. Mean- 
while, melt marshmallows over 
boiling water, stirring frequently. 
Combine with cucumber mixture 
and stir until well blended. Place 
in freezing tray of mechanical re- 
frigerator and freeze to mush. Stir 
up and fold in the stiffly beaten 
egg whites: Again feeeze to mush; 
then stir up and finish freezing 
until firm. This is especially nice 
with fish, May be served in 
frappe glasses.

Fruit Trees 
Planted in 


ANDSCAPE planting with an 
L eye to good eating is a war- 

time trend that proves we are 
doing a good job of planning for 
the future. Dwarf fruit trees and 
grape vines can lend as much 
beauty to our gardens as any on- 
namental shrubs that grow. And 
how mich more they offer than 
just eye appeal! 

Experimentation by the New 
York State Agricultural Station at 
Geneva, N. Y., for the last few 
years has developed some dwarf 
fruit trees that are little wonders. 
The fruit is likely to be much 
juicier, larger and more flavorful 
than the same varieties grown on 
standard size trees. You can have 
an “orchard” of 16 trees set 10 
feet apart each way in a 30x30 
foot back yard. The crop won't 
require stacks of bushel baskets 
to hold the harvest, but in pro- 
portion to size the trees will yield 
more than standard size trees. An- 
other big point in favor of the 
dwarf trees is that they start 
bearing at very early ages, 


2: 

Fall is planting time for fruit 
trees; they should be ordered now 
so that they can be set in before 
the ground freezes. Before you 
make up your mind where you 
want to place the trees in your 
garden, go to Shaw's Garden and 
look at the “espalier”’ fruit trees 
which have done so excellently 
there, 

“Espaliering” is something we 
learned from the thrifty French. 
Right up against his house, the 
French peasant trained his fruit 
trees to grow in sort of trellis de- 
signs. Around the windows and 
up the walls, a tree would form 
a neatly “pruned” design. The 
tree asks no more room than a 
climbing rose, but, in proportion 
to its trunk and leaf growth, it 
produces an abundance of fruit. 
How would you like to sit on your 
front porch and reach out and 
pick a luscious Elberta peach or 
one of those magnificent Duchess 
d'Angouleme pears that sometimes 
weigh a pound or more?

Niagara is one of the most popu- 
lar of the “white” grapes and 
Brighton and Caco are outstanding 
among the “reds.” The list of va- 
rieties of excellent grapes is so 
long that I’m just suggeSting a few 
of the favorites. 
Fall planting is becoming more 
and more a habit for two impor- 
tant reasons. The plants have at 
least a six months head start in 
their new homes. The plants have 
a chance to get their roots well 
established and growing before 
they have to start work above 
ground. They have a much better 
chance of living through our hot 
dry summers if they have had the 
chance of over-winter root develop- 
ment, 

*x* * 
Brisk autumn air is an invita- 
tion to work in the garden. Too 
bad we can’t carry our enthusiasm 
into the fall planting of berries as 
well gs fruits and grapes. Some 
gardeners do, but the experts are 
against it. The berry bushes all 
have quite shallow roota. When 
fall-planted, they aren't deep 
enough to be protected from the 
freeze-and-thaw sort of weather 
we have in this *locality. They 
may be “heaved” out of the ground 
and killed, though once established 
they rarely suffer from this cause. 
If you have berries on your list, 
wait until spring to plant them. 
With memories of blackberries 
picked with the dew on them—so 
lusciously big that a small number 
of them filled the breakfast fruit 
bowls—I hope you will leave space

You will want to be 
sure that the dwarf fruit trees you 
order are budded on dwarfing root- 
stocks which insure dwarf habit 
and early yield. A good tree from 
a reliable nursery is a long-time in- 
vestment. One year old “whips” 
or two year old trees are the best 
buys, for you then have the shap- 
ing and training entirely in your 
hands. Trees more than two years 
old are sure to be disappointing un- 
less they have been root pruned 
or transplanted at least twice. 

Just one more suggestion if you 
are going in for dwarf fruit trees. 
Write to the New York State Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station at 
Geneva, N. Y., for additional in- 
formation. You might ask them 
about the New York Fruit Co- 
operative Testing Association 
which keeps its members posted 
on the work of the experiment sta- 
tion and of other originators in 
the dwarf fruit tree field. With 
dwarf fruit trees, you’re going in 
for a very popular and profitable 
garden hobby.

PRINCIPLE of education de- 
mands that a learner learn 
every day, without a break, 
until he has mastered the idea.

money. 

There are few school boards in 
the country who will, today, be- 
little the value of handwork, draw- 
ing, science, shop work of all kinds. 
These subjects are in the schools 
to stay, because they are needed in 
the life of the community. A child

The book- 
work still holds its high place, but

Bing Crosby Swears Off 
Handling Others' Songs

HOLLYWOOD, Sept, 18. 
ESTERDAY, everybody was writing movie stories, And send-

they have a new dish of writing woe 
to contend with. 

The nation is on a song-writing 
jag! 

It may be traced to the new cycle 
in musical movies, the continual bleat- 
ing of popular numbers over the radio 
or it could be the Frank Sinatra influ- 
ence, but regardless of cause, folks are 
busy jotting down tunes and lyrics as 
never before—and, of course, sending 
them out to Hollywood,

‘.. THERE’S REALLY NOTHING to 
SING CROSBY BANS it. You get an idea for a cute title, 
SEND SONGS TO HIM. or you suddenly think of a couple of 
lines that rhyme, or you find yourself 
humming a few bars of a wonderful tune. Then, presto, you 
have a song. All it needs to become a hit and make you a for- 
tune, is for someone to plug it. Let’s see—who can we send 
it to. Sure thing—Bing Crosby. So, out it comes to Bing. 
Bing wishes you wouldn't. 

“During the first tew years I was in Hollywood,” Bing said, 
“I opened every song manuscript that was sent to me. My 
brothers Larry and Everett and I went over all the material 
religiously. We hired a pianist to do nothing but play the stuff 
for us. And in that time we found exactly three tunes that were 
publishable. Of those three amateur composers, not one has 
been able to turn out a second hit. That's one reason that we 

stopped monkeying with what comes in the mail.

IT SEEMS THE AMATEURS pick on Bing with their con- 
tributions because he has played song writing characters several 
times in pictures. In his current film, “Going My Way,” he is 
impersonating a song-writing priest—and he shudders at the 
thought of the huge stack of little cardboard cylinders heading 
his way when the movie is released. 

A great percentage of those who do send manuscripts to the 
Crosby offices are obviously victims of a racket which Bing 
and his brothers say they’ve been fighting ever since they arrived 
in town, It’s an old advertising dodge which urges the victim 
to submit his lyric or his melody, or both, to be examined, tell 
him that it’s wonderful and has great possibilities, and then 
invite him to send anywhere from $50 to $500 to have it printed. 
Looks great, so the victim begs, borrows or steals, He gets a 
few printed copies and then waits for the royalties to pour in. 
They never do.

AT THIS POINT, many victims write to Bing, revealing the 
pitiful stéry and begging him to introduce the song. All have a 
sob note, but he no longer opens any of this material. 

If amateurs believe they can make the grade and a fortune 
in spite of the uncertain market, Crosby is willing to help—with 
some advice. Here are his tips: : 

“It’s much better to make a personal appearance at a music 
publishing house, if possible, than to mail in materia], It isn’t 
guaranteed that you'll receive an audition, but many of the 
small, well known firms are willing to consider manuscripts in 
the hope of finding something novel. However, most of the larger 
established firms have their own corps of trained writers and are 
less inclined to. consider manuscripts from inexperienced com- 
posers. 

“Never send in lyrics without music, or wiee versa, Team 
up with some one who can help you with the finished product. 

“A professional appearing piano copy, copyrighted as unpub- 
lished manuscript (under the inexpensive form E2 which should 
be obtained from the Government office only, Copyright Division, 
Washington, D. C.) is the type of manuscript that will call forth 
respect and honest consideration in the ettne of a legitimate 
publisher.” 

So there you have it, amateurs. Maybe you are the next 
Irving Berlin, Cole Porter, Jerome Kern or Burke and Van 
Heusen. But don't try to get Bing Crosby to whip up a reputa- 
tion for you. Or any other singing star. They all follow the 
same procedure now: all contributions unopened and returned 
to the sender as fast as Uncle Sam can get it there.

NEW YORK, Sept. 18. 


HREE arrivals this week on the Broadway scene made 
T theater-goers sit up and take notice although the infusions 

were not quite enough to restore vigorous enthusiasm nor- 
mally manifested at intervals by this time. The veteran play~ 
wright, Elmer Rice of “Street Scene” fame, introduced his drama, 
“A New Life,” at the Royale Wednesday evening; “Bright Lights,” 
a musical review, was on the calendar at the Forrest Theater 
Thursday night and the week began with the return for a three- 
week stand on the revival-haunted Rialto of “Porgy and Bess,” 
which has more right to resurrection than most of its superan- 
nuated sisters now back in the old neighborhood. 

Although the arrival of “A New Life” had been anticipated 
by New York drama critics with great expectations in the hope 
that it was a prediction as well as the title of a play, they almost 
unanimously agreed that while the drama has many features, it ts 
distinctly second-quality Rice. The play centers around the birth 
of a baby and post-delivery-room hospital days. The conflicting 
views of youthful parents, long separated by war, enable the 
author to present his convictions that in the hands of a new 
generation we are coming to a fairer land, by far. 

With the wartime epidemic spreading to astounding propor 
tions, the subject certainly deserves notice even on the New York 
stage. The idea came to Rice during the interval that his wife, 
the beautiful, gifted Betty Field, with the leading part as the 
young mother in “A New Life,” was “expecting” as a younger 
generation described it in mixed company. One can visualize 
the pjaywright pacing the halls of the maternity ward, beating 
hig breast with one hand in the anguish of awaiting the new 
arrival, and his forehead with the other when a vital thought 
for the play popped up. Unfortunately there seems to be a cer- 
tain amount of the same confession inherent in the offspring, 
meaning the Rice play and not the Rice baby,

DESPITE THE OPERATIONS quickly recommended by 
Broadway pediatricians (again meaning the play), it ig an even 
bet that it will thrive through infancy just as it is and that 
women customers and many a father who has suffered the pangs 
will attend in sufficient numbers to see that it develops a cute, 
healthy, rosy-cheeked little box-office. 

“Porgy and Bess,” with the same splendid cast that began « 
tour last winter, is pausing in New York only long enough to 
gather momentum and some of Mr. Morgenthau’s moss before 
picking up on the road where they left off. From Catfish row 
gratifying Gershwin still rolls and trills from the throats of the 
celebrated Negro players in the well-acted and superbly pro- 
duced folk-opera. To eliminate overtime pay to theater employes, 
the company has halted long ovations after final curtain by sing- 
‘ing the national anthem, not the least stirring ‘number of the 
entire performance. 

The latest entry, “Bright Lights," which received mediocre 
notices at a Detroit tryout, was re-worked with some success for 
the Broadway race. It will fight for survival at $3.30 top, featur- 
ing James Barton, Frances Williams, and (remember?)

SAVE NOW—BUY EXTRA WAR BONDS 


Drivers Also Breach of 
Company Rules. 


Some St. Louis taxicab drivers 
are charging extra fares when they 
Carry extra passengers, a practice 
which violates company rules as 
well as Government ceiling price 
regulations, the Post-Dispatch has 
learned. 
The overcharge usually is ef- 
fected in this way: Two passengers 
going in the same genera! direc- 
tion share a cab. On arrival at 
his destination the first passenger 
pays the fare registered on the 
meter, which, say, is 75 cents, The 
driver, without setting the meter 
back, then carries the second pas- 
senger to his destination, by 
which time the meter reads, say, 
$1.05, If the second passenger pays 
the full $1.05, then the driver 
pockets the first fare paid, hav- 
ing made an unauthorized profit 
of 75 cents in addition to tips, 
salary and commission. 
The Black & White and the 
Yellow Cab companies, the major 
companies operating in St. Louis, 
said this procedure was unauthor- 
ized, drivers having been instruct- 
ed not to collect fares in, this way. 
Fares Must Be Split. 
Frank Foley, manager of the 
Black & White Co., said his driv- 
ers are instructed to split the fares 
on share-the-ride trips, thé first 
person paying what the meter 
shows, and the next passenger to 
get off paying the difference be- 
tween the meter reading and what 
the first rider paid. 
“We get some complaints,” he 
reported, “from strangers who 
share a cab on their first trip and 
get a long ride for 55 cents, then 
make the same trip alone and 
have to pay 95 cents.” 
James J. Moran, Yellow Cab 


treasurer, said his drivers are in- 
structed to use either of two fare- 
collecting methods. They deduct 
from the fare registered at the end 
of the trip the amounts previously 
paid by other passengers, or else 
they reset the meter to zero after 
each passenger alights and charge 
the full registered amount. 

Passengers Advised te Refuse. 

Taylor Sandison, St. Louis en- 
forcement attorney for the Office 
of Price Administration, said pub- 
lic utilities are not permitted to 
increase fares from the Sept. 15, 
1942, level without giving the OPA 
division of public utilities in Wash- 
ington 30 days’ notice, 

He advised passengers to refuse 
to pay extra fare and insist on 
dealing with the taxicab manage- 
ment. If the management should 
support the driver rather than the 
passenger, the passenger should 
notify the OPA, he said. 

Municipal ordinances place li- 
censing and regulation of taxicabs 
in the hands of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service, but no attempt at con- 
trolling fares has been made since 
an ordinance placing a ceiling on 
fares was repealed about 10 years

Going to School in Rural Missouri 


§N RURAL Missouri, the current 
school year is well under -way. 
It started early in August and 
will close next March, freeing the 
puis for spring farm work. 
ere are two chief types of 
“country” schools for elementary 
pupils. One is the small one- 
teacher school, which serves its 
immediate neighborhood and rep- 
resents a single school district. 
The other is the consolidated 
school, maintained by several 
school districts, drawing its pupils 
from the entire combined area of 
those districts, and commonly 
containing a high school as well 
as the elementary grades. Both 
types are ae on this page. 
e Handley School in Dallas 
County, about 40 miles west of 
Springfield, is a stove-heated, 
single-room affair, attended by 29 
boys and girls and presided over 
by a young woman who gradu- 
ated from high schoo] last spring. 
The consolidated school at Char- 
ity, Dallas County, serving six dis- 
tricts, has high school and ele- 
mentary departments, housed in 
separate buildings, and about 150 
pupils, so many of whom live at 
considerable distances from the 
school that three busses are re- 
quired to transport them. Because 
some of the boys have to be 
icked up by the bus a long time 
Salers school starts for the day, 
and must do chores before leav- 
ing home, the school operates on 
pre-war time; otherwise, th e 
chores would have to be done 
in darkness during the winter.
